FIRE DESTROYS 
ASBURY HOUSE 


Walter Reade’s Main Street Thea- 
ter Loss Estimated at $200,000 
--Origin of Fire Unknown 


New York, April 12.—Fire of un- 
known origin destroyed it_ midnight 
last night the Main Street Theater at 


\sbury Park, N. J., a vaudeville house 
pooked by the Keith-Albee — Circuit, 
causing a loss. estimated at $200,000. 


The theater, the largest in Asbury Park, 
was one of the Walter Reade string, sev- 
eral of which play vaudeville. It had a 
seating capacity of 1,500 and played bills 
of four acts on each half, booked by Joe 
Woods out of the Keith-Albee office in 
New York. 

As a result of the fire Woods is trying 
to reach the acts he booked for the 
house for the first half this week but 
stated two of the attractions had left 
Philadelphia early this morning to play 
the date and probably could. not be 
reached before arriving at Asbury Park. 
Due to the bills in other houses being 
filed Woods declared the circuit would 
probably pay the acts the salaries for the 
Asbury Park engagement. 

The Main Street Theater was scheduled 
to drop its vaudeville bills for the sum- 


mer aS usual the latter part of May. It 
operated 52 weeks of the year, however. 
being used during the summer by the 


Shuberts and other producers to try out 


Broadway shows. It was_one of the 
best money makers of the Reade chain, 
it was said.

New York, April 12.—The Vaile-Willis 
Bill, which seeks reprisals against 
foreign countries which discriminate 
against American artists, was warmly 
discussed at a mass meeting of actors 
and musicians held Saturday in the 52d 
Street Theater. Representative William 
N. Vaile of Colorado, author of the meas- 
ure, which is now before Congress. po 
peared before the gathering of about 200 
and explained the bill, which was en- 
dorsed. 

“The principal purpose of the measure 
is not to shut out foreign artists,” Vaile 
said, “but to give the Department of 
State the authority to compel other coun- 
tries to give the same treatment to 
American actors, actresses and musicians 
that we give them.” 

An organization bearing the name of 
the Associated American Artists’ Foreign 
Protective League has been formed to 
meet the situation.

ACTS PLAYING MUSICAL INSTRUMENT 
MUST CARRY CARDS, UNION ORDERS 


_A form letter sent to members of Cin- 
cinnati loca! of the Musicians’ Union last 
week created quite a furore among acts 
Playing local vaudeville and _ nicture 
houses. The order, which was addressed 
to house leaders and organists where no 
orchestra is performing, pertains to non- 
musical offerings, during the course of 
which an instrument or instruments are 
played. The leaders and organists were 
ordered to look at the cards, if any are 
carried, of all members of the _ acts 
playing instruments. and if no cards are 
carried to abide by the union’s rules and 
not play for the act. 

The form letter reads as follows: 
“Notice to all house leaders; this also 
includes organists in theaters where no 
orchestra is performing. The laws of 
the American Federation of Musicians 
orovide: ‘Any person playing a musical 
nstrument on the stage as an act must 
be a member of the federation.” (This 
also includes tab. shows.) It is the duty 
of the local house leader to look at the 
eards of all members of the acts and 
send the name and the local to which 
they belong to this office (Cincinnati) 
at once.” 


When a Billboard representative asked 
WwW: H. Saatkamp, secretary of the Cin- 
cinnati local, whether this order was a 
new one, he was told that the resolution 
had been passed at the last convention 
in Niagara Falls, altho it is not included 
in the constitution and by-laws of the 
federation. 


Asked whether the order included acts 
which play an instrument onlv as a spe- 
cialty, Saatkamp said that in his oninion 
it did but that to make certain of this 
— he was in communication with 

eadquarters of the federation and that 
he was expecting an answer this week. 


While the order brought to the atten- 
tion of The Billboard was local in juris- 
diction, it has been learned that other 
locals thruout. the country hawe sent out 
orders like the above. 


So far as can be learned no trouble 
has resulted between orchestras and acts 
since the issuance of the order, 2!tho 
there is a possibility that such will be 
the case when an act which is not a 
member of the federation wishes to have 
accompaniment.

Officials of the Actors’ Equity Asso- 
ciation have expressed themselves in fa- 
vor of the measure.

He 
complained that his organization had 
not been invited to the meeting. Fitzpat- 
rick said the resolution supporting the bill 
did not go far enough, and that his or- 
ganization was of the opinion that so 
long as an American actor or musician 
was idle no foreign actors should be al- 
lowed on the American stage and Ameri- 
cans should stay off the foreign stage. 

Congressman Vaile said there was a 
strong demand for American mus cians 
abroad and their presence had made jazz 
music more popular. In England par- 
ticularly, he added, the result was that 
more native musicians had work because 
of the many bands formed to satisfy the 
craze for jazz. 

Paul Specht. orchestra leader, said 
there were 2,200 English musicians in 
America, of whom 273 had come here 
within a year, while there were only 
144 American musicians in England.

KEEPS UP AT LIVELY PACE 


Paramount To Spend $1.900.000 in Miami District---Statler To 
Build House in Buffalo for Erlanger---Loew and Mark Strand 
in Syracuse, N. Y.---New Theaters for Chicago. Boise, 
Auburn, Indianapolis, Kankakee, Joliet and Omaha 


T « building of new theaters keeps up at a lively pace thruout the country, 


according te reports from various 


sections. Of the houses announced the 


majority will be operated with a motion picture policy, but a gpeat many of 
them are being constructed to accommodate legitimate presentations as well 
One of the biggest projects to come to light in the last week is the plan of the 


Paramount Enterprises, Inc., to spend 
$1,900.0900 toward adding four new thea- 
ters in the Miami, Fla., district. Among 
the houses to be built immediately will 
be one costing $500,000 at Miami Beach, 
according to Harry A. Leach, local man- 
ager for Paramount. Another, involving 
an expenditure of $100,000, will be 
erected on the site of the present Fotosho 
Theater in Miami. Construction on both 
houses will be started by June 1. Miami 
will also get a $1,000,000 theater to be 
built next spring on the site now oc- 
cupied by the Miami Grocery Company, 
and the fourth playhouse will be put 
up on West Flagler street and 16th ave- 
nue, Miami, at a cost of $300,000. If the in- 
crease in population warrants, additional 
theaters may be built in Buena Vista 
and Coral Gables. 

E. M. Statler, the nationally known 
hotel operator, will shortly undertake the 
constru¢tion of a new theater in Buf- 
falo, N. Y., for A. L. Erlanger. This 
house, according to Mr. Erlanger, will 
be the first in a chain of theaters to be 
built by Statler for the Erlanger book- 
ing interests.

Construction of a 2,000-seat theater 
costing $250,000 will be started shortly 
at 3422-3436 North Illinois street.

ACT 11—The Same Night - 
‘Pinafore’? was first produced_at the Opera 
Comique, London, May 28, 1878 The first 
American production oceurred in New York in 
1878 but was unauthorized and was followed 
by the first important production at the Boston 
Museum in November, 1878. It was success- 
fully revived in New York in 1911 and azain 
in 1912. 

Heretofore H. M. S. Pinafore has been 
highly patronized because, quite simply, 
it was Gilbert and Sullivan. For nearly 50 
years the public has seized every op- 
portunity to hear Gilbert’s delightful 
lines, to enjoy his humor and his spirit of 
light burlesque, set off by Arthur Sul- 
livan’s lilting super-tunes. A few distinct 
voice actors not great but understand- 
ing, and a ship of painted canvas have 
generally been found sufficiently satis- 
fying

The Shuberts, however, would progress. 
They have selected a cast which sounds 
well in the announ ents but not so well 
on the stage of the Century Theater,

Pinafore thru the proscenium, a ship all 
wood and yards wide nh gorgeous rope 
lace extending 70 feet to tha mast- 
head. They have added a bra band and 


a Charleston hornpipe and buried poor 
Gilbert and Sullivan under a tremendous 
Shubert spectacle. Then they have taken 
poor Milton Aborn out of the good “old 
school” and have given him all this to 
play with, this mob to make gorgeous 
in the wavy of present-day Broadway. And 
what 2 time Aborn has had: what a mess 
he has made of all the platforms and 


rigging on his revolving frigate! But 
what can he be expected to do with so 
many of Sir Joseph’s sisters and cousins 
and aunts? 

If Gilbert and Sullivan could be dis- 
tinguished thru the tumult and confusion 
of the land-lubber tars and midship- 
maidens, swarming over the rigging like 
a herd of extremely awkward cattle, tak- 
ing long gnd distracting minutes to reach 
their trapeze, the crude staging of the 
overcrowded ensemble might be forgiven 
and forgotten. But even in the front 
rows of the huge auditorium it is almost 
impossible to catch the precious words of 
speech and song. A few of the principals 
manage to enunciate clearly, but their 
occasional numbers are merely tantaliz- 
ing. 

Tho the program contains many big 
names, it is hardly a well-chosen cast 
except for the delightfully amusing Fay 
Templeton, who returns to the stage in 
her old role of Little Buttercup, her deep- 
toned voice as vibrant as ever and her 
understanding of Pinafore comedy shin- 
ing like a beacon above the rest. Now 
and again the pitch of the music is a 
little high for her and she has to drop 
below but the fault is amply covered by 
her smiling personality. 

John E. Hazzard, very much out of his 
element and apparently, on the night of 
this review, scared to pieces, plays Sir 
Joseph ever so seriously. Tho he pro- 
vides few smiles, he is to be greatly com- 
mended for his effort and especially for 
being considerate enough to carry his 
words to the most distant of his audience. 

Tom Burke makes a pleasing Ralph 
Nackstraw while he is singing at least. 
He does not seem to know what to do 
with himself between times, but perhaps 
he and Aborn can get together after the 
latter has succeeded in untangling the en- 
semble or has received a helping hand 
from a Huffman, a Latham, a Vardi or a 
Massey. 

Marguerite Namara, as the beautiful 
Josephine, has just the opposite trouble. 
She gets into the picture but her voice 
is inclined to break. as it did several 
times during the performance reviewed, 
and her words are so unintelligible that 
she might well be singing in an unknown 
tongue. Miss Namara cannot be judged 
as “‘the Captain’s daughter” until she has 
overcome her faulty diction, a particular 
injustice to such a master as Gilbert. 

Marion Green, too, has difficulty in 
controlling the rhythm and making his 
lyrics distinct. The audibility of his 
inhaling would denote that he is bothered 
with a cold. If so, it may account for 
his lack of clearness. He is another who 
suffers from miscasting, for he is ill- 
suited to the role of the Captain with his 
almost juvenile appearance and effemi- 
nate mannerisms. 

William Danforth plays Dick Deadeye 
with both eyes alive and unprotected. 
Perhaps it is intended as a novelty. He 
succeeds in furnishing a goodly portion 
of comedy in his characterization, but 
he would be even more amusing if he 
would not work quite so hard. Charles 
BE. Galagher gives a neat performance 
as the boatswain’s mate and in his brief 
vocal opportunities his clarity is a 
joyous relief. Nydia d’Arnell is charming 
as the sweet Hebe and Master Durkin 
is a personable little midshipmite, Chester 
Bright and Emmet Douglas satisfactorily 
carry two bits, while the supporting com- 
pany is excellent as far as its singing 
is concerned. 

With the ensemble worked into shape 
so that Rollo Wayne’s magnificent ship 
and Ernest Schrapp’s gorgeous costumes 
may be used to real effect, the current 
production at the Century will undoubt- 
edly be a truly “grand” Shubert spectacle, 
but after all—tickets are being sold for 
a Gilbert and Sullivan revival. °

SYNOPSIS OF SCENES 


NOTE—The Action of the Play Takes/ Place 
in the Lobby of a Cheap Hotel on the Lower 
East Side.

Thomas Mitchell and Bertram Bloch 
have termed their Glory Hallelujah “a 
new play”. Unfortunately, however, to 
those who follow the theater it is not al- 
together new. There is a very close 
resemblance in plot and many a char- 


acter between their script and that of 
The Deluge, that piece written some years 
ago by the Swedish playwright, Henning 
serger, and twice’ produced by Arthur 
Hopkins to undeserved failure. The com- 
parison is striking but none too favor- 
ible to the offering now at the Broad- 
hurst Theater. If memory serves, the 
Theater Guild announced among its in- 
tended productions for this season a play 
by Victor Victor, titled The Crack of 
Doom, the description of which was very 
similar. Then, too, there is further distin- 
guishable in the Mitchell-Bloch opus a 
touch of Gorky’s Lower Depths, Sutton 
Vane’s Outward Bound and one or two 
less familiar writings. From all of which 
it may be gathered that Glory Hal- 
lelujah is much of a patch work and as 
such it is weaker than any of the wholes 
which go to make it up. 

In fact, despite all the excellent mate- 
rial offered in its predecessors, this latest 
piece is terribly thin It constantly re- 
peats itself, almost the very lines, and it 
is very obviously padded. Its running 
time is quite a little short of two hours. 
But it is worthy (and original, too) in 
its ending, which shows what its threads 
have so obscurely been leading to thru 
three acts, an unexpected but believable 
reaction to religious faisities offered in 
kindness during a situation which needed 
allevation A poor little slavey, when 
the end of the world is expected, is told 
of the glorious peace she will! find in the 
Hereafter. But when the wor!d discovers 
joyfully that it is not to end, the little 
slavey no longer desires to live and she 
takes her own life that she may sooner 
reach Heaven. 

Except for this fate thru faith. very 
little irony is made sufficiently clear by 
the authors; and surely irony is the pur- 
pose in this type of play. The fact that 
they have made their characters so non- 
descript and have placed them in a situa- 
tion based upon a phenomenon that is 
most unbelievable, \gives them small op- 
portunity for pungent drama. In Berger’s 
piece seven men and a girl are caught 
in a basement saloon during a storm 
which overflows a_ river. They are 
trapped, shut off from all communica- 
tion and facing probable death from 
suffocation. It is a plausible situation. 

Mitchell and Bloch, on the other hand, 
show a group of Bowery bums huddled 
in the basement lobby of a cheap hotel 
facing death by freezing during a period 
of days when a comet comes between the 
sun and the earth, cutting off all light 
and lowering the temperature. In the 
former play, the characters all undergo 
definite reactions. 

In Glory Hallelujah, except for the lit- 
tle slavey, the bums are just bums. It is 
difficult to distinguish one from the other. 
Their response to the impending doom is 
the debauchery that is expected, a sort 
of mob debauchery that is mnddled. One 
is afraid to die so he shoots himself, but 
the rest is vague. A travesty of the Day 
of Judgment with which the gang amuses 
itself and frightens the pathetic scrub- 
girl is absorbing, but most of the main 
theme is obscurely drawn and pro- 
longated with nothing at all. Only the 
instilling of heavenly hope in the breast 
of the girl stands out. When the sun 
finally shines again, it is only her dis- 
may in the delay of her passing that is 
clear. It is almost sufficient, but 
there is the feeling that the other 
folks are just so many puppets, not 
greatly disturbed one way or another. 
They are pretty much left standing thru- 
out. 

June Walker plays the little drudge 
with beautiful simplicity. She touches 
the strings of appealing pity without 
once nearing sloppy sentiment and gives 
a performance that is a worthy sequel 
to her former slavey in The Glass 
Slipper. 

The remainder of the cast is excellent 
but impersonation rather than char- 
acterization is allowed them. Hilda 
Vaughn, particularly in the first act, is 
convincing as the hotel owner who gives 
herself to physical joys during her ex- 
pected last days. The role corresponds 
perhaps to the prostitute in The Deluge, 
and most of the parts bear heredity 
resemblance, such as the hotel clerk, 
grown from Berger’s bartender, nicely 
handled by Augustus Yorke. Then the 
helper from the store-next-store, remind- 
ing of Berger’s barboy, is vigorously por- 
trayed by Lee Tracy. But the relation- 
ships are obvious enough and the other 
characters, or rather tintypes of the 
Bowery, are merely atmospheric. Charles 
Bickford, tho with less opportunity, re- 
peats his performance from Outside 
Looking In. Felix Krembs sneers his 
way to the best piece of work he has 
done this season. Earl Mayne and Mal- 
colm Duncan are colorfully realistic and 
Allen Jenkins, Edward Butler, Philip M. 
Sheridan and Worthington C. Miner fill 
smaller roles acceptably, all giving a 
good account of themselves when oc- 
casionally allowed a scene. The work 
is mostly routine for the entire cast, ex- 
cepting Miss Walker, and they all skill- 
fully raise it as far as the play and the 
direction wil] allow. 

Guthrie McClintic’s staging seems un- 
certain and floundering. The pace he 
has set is slow. A cutting of detail, where 
it is meaningless, and a faster. sharper 
performance might prove beneficial. Ray- 
mond Sovey has furnished a_ setting 
which, tho routine as the characters, is 
effective and well composed.

BROOKLYN MAKING HEADWAY 
WITH BICENTENNIAL PLANS 


More Than 50 Civic Organizations and Boards of Trade Are Behind 
the Movement---Exposition Will Open in 1932 


eentennial Celebration, planned for 1922, 


the 200th anniversary of the birth of 


Bcentenniat N. Y., April 10.—The movement to make this city the site of the Bi- 


George Washington, is making great headway. 


It has received the support of 


more than 50 civie organizationg and boards of trade here, including the Chamber 
of Commerce, which is the second largest in the United States. 


Mayor James Walker has engaged the 


services of Col. John Tilghman Dickin- 
son. who was secretary of the World's 
Columbia Commission which laid out the 


exposition held in Chicago in 1892, and 
he has been making speeches thruout the 
citv in an attempt to promote the idea. 

The site of the proposed exposition is 
in the Flatlands district of Brooklyn, west 
of Flatbush avenue, on Jamaica Bay. 
Marine Park consists of 1,500 acres, and 
is owned by the city, which also owns 
655 acres on the east side of Flatbush 
avenue adjoining the park. All of this 
property could be used, it is said, making 
a total of 2,155 acres available. 

The exposition is being sponsored with 
the idea of setting aside about 300 acres 
on which will be constructed permanent 
buildings, which will remain standing 
after the exposition is over and will 
house permanent exhibits of the arts and 
products of the various nations of the 
world Buildings containing 5,000,000 
square feet of space, exclusive of those 
that would be built by the special trades 
for their own products, are proposed for 
the exhibition of goods manufactured in 
the United States alone. Forty-six foreign 


nations, 48 States and the territories of 
Alaska, the Philippines, Porto Rico and 
Hawaii, are talked of as possible ex- 
hibitors. 


Other features planned are a stadium 
with a seating capacity of 200,000, a 
huge auditorium for concerts and conven- 
tions, a 114-mile track for automobile 
and other races, parking space for 100,000 
automobiles, a very attractive and exten- 
sive amusement park covering about 200 
acres, an exceptionally high tower with 
a beacon of 200 are lights. which could 
be seen for hundreds of miles at sea, and 
an aviation field several times the size 
of Mitchell Field at Mineola, L. I 

The cost of laying out and constructing 
the exposition, including foreign and State 
pavilions, is estimated at $100,000,000, and 
the estimated attendance for the first six 
months is placed at 100,000,000. 

The backers of the exposition feel that 
after the people of the city have sub- 
scribed from $5,000,000 to $10,000,000 as 
a financial guarantee in case the exposi- 
tion is brought to Brooklyn, the State 
and Federal governments would make 
liberal appropriations out of a feeling of 
State and national pride to make it the 
greatest of all world fairs in the greatest 
city in the United States.

move would have on Moore & Megley. 
who have staged and produced all the 
roa@ shows for the Orpheum Circuit 
since the fall of 1923. As a result of 
their success, the Keith-Albee Circuit is 
now playing most of the shows upon 
completion of the Orpheum tours. 

The present Moore & Megley contract, 
in force at the time of Gordon’s appoint- 
ment, expires August 1, but this week 
was extended for one year at an increase 
in salary. Under this contract the pro- 
ducers are to put on five road shows, the 
first of which will open August 29 at 
the Palace, Chicago, according to the 
present schedule. They will open in New 
York, as usual, 10 days in advance, either 
at the Coliseum or Fordham, Moss 
houses, and then proceed to Chicago to be- 
xin the tour. Following the first show, 
the others will be produced on a_ basis 
of one every seven weeks. In addition, 


Moore & Megley are planning to send 
out three road shows for the Junior 
houses of the Orpheum chain. These 


shows will be revamps of so-called Senior 
units produced this year. 

At present there are 
shows playing Keith-A 
time. One of the Junior shows is now at 
the Fordham Theater and soon starts in 
the Poli houses, which already are play- 
ing Junior No. 3 Both of these units 
toured the Wilmer and Vincent stands, 
playing full weeks in what are ordinarily 
split-week houses. The Senior Wo. 1 
show, now in Boston, starts in the Wil- 
mer and Vincent theaters next week but 
will not stay in each house for the en- 
tire week due to the season being near 
an end and business somewhat slack.

Hart, former franchised agent entitled 
to book and negotiate contracts on the 
floors of the Keith-Albee exchange, is 
appr aling from the decision handed down 
two years’ ago in the U. S. District Court 
by Federal Judge Augustus N. Hand, who 
Jismissed the complaint against the big- 
time organization on the ground that 
vaudeville did not come within the pur- 
view of interstate commerce. Thus the 
argument before the Circuit CouTtt of 
Appeals is merely one to maintain or 
disprove that vaudeville is interstate 
commerce. 

There is no question but that K.-A. 
acted wisely in hiring Charles Evans 
Hughes to look after its interests, accord- 
ing to both sides of the case. No other 
single personality in the country could 
have brought so much weight to the 
arguments, and, as one prominent figure 
who is interested in the Hart side of the 
controversy put it, “he spoke and acted 
just like the papa,” having the seniority 
of practice on his side as well as being 
known as former Secretary of State and 
one-time U. Supreme Court Justice. 

Martin W. Littleton opened the argu- 
ment in behalf of Hart and he quickly 
outlined the status of the vaudeville ex- 
change and its method of operation. With 
short deft sketchés he explained how 
Hart, an agent who once had 70 acts 
working thru the exchange, had been de- 
prived of his income from such as a re- 
sult of being barred from negotiating 
contracts with the bookers on the floor; 
also how the big time was a monopoly, 
made so by the constant growth of 25 


years and that scenery. costumes and 
such, as well as the actor in question, 
had to be transported. U, S. Supreme 
Court Justice Holmes was quoted as to 
his baseball decision, in the Federal 
League's suit against the National 
League, wherein it was held that the 


performance was the dominant thing and 
not the transporting of paraphernalia. 
\ttorney Littleton argued that Hart was 
not engaged in giving any form of en- 
tertainment, neither was the defendant, 
and that according to briefs filed in past 
similar suits, the most important thing 
was transportation, for instance He 
took up about 45 minutes in presenting 
his brief. 

Mr. Hughes went on deck in snappy 
fashion and after making short ref- 
erences to the nature of the proceedings. 
Stated that the merits of the case had 
been fully heard, that he would restrict 
himself, of course, to the interstate com- 
merce aspect of the case, and quoted 
Justice Holmes to the effect that in 
Precedent the primal ground was not

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Hyde Forming Circuit 
For His Presentations 


Vaudeville Producer Is Lining Up 
Independent Movie Houses 
To Take Acts 


New York. April 
vaudeville producer, is at present en- 
gaged in negotiations with independent 
movie houses in the East for the forma- 
tion of a circuit which will eventually 
be able to book film presentations for at 
least 20 consecutive weeks, according to 
an announcement he made today. 

It was only last week that Hyde an- 
nounced thru The Billhoard that, altho 
he had hitherto devoted his time and 
talent to the production of vaudeville 
flash acts, he would hereafter give the 
greater portion of his attention to the 
producing of presentations for film 
houses. 

Now he is going a step farther and, in 
addition to producing these presenta- 
tions, he is forming an independent cir- 
cuit of houses to play them. He is 
virtually manéuveringe the organization 
of such a circuit alone, altho there are 
several. Newark men interested in a 
financial way only. 

Four houses have already been lined 
up as a nucleus for the circuit. accord- 
ing to the producer’s announcement, and 
negotiations are pending for several 
more. Hyde intimated that the majority 
of the managers with whom he conferred 
wére most enthusiastic about the project. 
So prospects are bright for the early 
signing up of several others. 

Altho the majority of the houses will be 
in New York and New Jersey and ad- 
jacent territory, it is planned to eventu- 
ally invade Boston, Philadelphia and 
other Eastern cities. It is expected to 
put the plan into actual operation when 
six or seven houses have been banded to- 
gether into the embryo circuit. By next 
season, however, or even earlier, Hyde 
anticipates the accumulation of 20 or 
even more theaters. These will be all 
high-class motion picture houses, of 
course. 

In explaining the enthusiasm of the 
various managers, the producer pointed 
out that the formation of such a circuit 
would effect an enormous saving for them 
in the matter of inaugurating such pres- 
entations. For an average cost of about 
$200, he said, these film houses could 
show the public productions of eight to 
ten thousand dollars. ‘ 

These presentations contemplated by 
Hyde will carry from 16 to 20 people. 
They will carry their own special equip- 
ment and costumes and will h

own special music. They will run a 
full week, except in theaters that may 


have a split-week policy. In such eases 
the same company would be carried over, 
but would use new material and numbers 
and employ a different equipment, mak- 
ing it virtually an ertirely new presenta- 
ion. 
_ Altho he has become heavily interested 
in the presentation field, Hyde has not 
as yet given up his vaudeville producing. 
A new revue of his. featuring Wania, the 
famous Russian, and ineluding a singer, 
a violinist. and a dancing team. opened 
last Thursday at Lynbrook, lL.

Too much slow motion in the first half 
of the program this week, but the last 
half more than compensates for the 
lethargy. The feature film is Red Dice 
starring Rod La Rocque. 

Claymo opens with a skillful exhibition 
of modeling in clay. He works in a set- 
ting that essays to duplicate the Latin 
quarter in Paris. The eight girls, in be- 
coming artistic raiment, who sing and 
dance before Claymo’s entrance, con- 
tribute much to the atmosphere, but seem 
somewhat incongruous in the act, for they 
make no other appearance. The sculptor’s 
creations are heads, some funny, others 
patriotic, all clever. The girls might 
have been used to break up the monot- 
ony of the routine. 

Two Ladellas open with a song and 
top it with an inconsequential dance 
There follows an acrobatic routine which 
includes a good many falls, spins and 
spills. A few ancient Bags are inter- 
spersed. These boys waste too much time 
between their stunts and lose their audi- 
ence by what might aptly be called 
stalling. 

Bud Snyder and Company have a de- 
cidedly diverting and interesting offering. 
The work on the bicycle and the nego- 
tiating of a series of some 15 steps on it 
to a platform got a good hand. The 
dumb comedy supplied by two assistants, 
one proving to be a pretty girl at the 
end, tho both are in hobo costume, had 
little trouble in garnering laugh after 
laugh. However, the routine can stand 
some speeding up and a few of the repeti- 
tions might be eliminated, referring par- 
ticularly to the business with the “lost” 
finger and the abbreviated leg. 

Rule and O’Brien present their usual 
song routine in the same style and. get 
over nicely. The Irish numbers especially 
get good hands. O'Brien’s contagious 
smile and good humor help a lot. The 
pianist offers a solo to a nice reception. 
The material is wisely Chosen and proves 
to be popular with the patrons. 

Will Mahoney stops the show cold with 
his comic songs, his dancing and his stvle. 
The punch lines in his Li'y and Willie 
song get their due share of appreciation. 
Altho the song material in itself is enough 
to get his vocal offerings over to tre- 
mendous hands, Will has a pretty good 
voice, too, and knows how to-get the 
maximum out of his numbers. His ver- 
sions of the Prisoner’s Song and, for clos- 
ing, of Always are wows in themselves. 
He also interpolates some _ coloratura 
work in his vocalizing that the audience 
doesn’t tire of. no matter how often re- 
peated. His dancing scores on two 
counts. as dancing and as comedy. Some 
tap work gets over big. and as for his 
foppling in the midst of it and his un- 
ruly legs—well, the audience felt it had 
its money’s worth this afternoon. For 
a second encore Will has a great imita- 
tion of a Dutch actor making a curtain 
speech. For a good Trishman his dialect 
was singularly perfect. 

Toy-Town Revue, with Marie Veach’s 
Chicago Steppers. closes the bill with a 
flash revue that is great entertainment.

Republic Theater, Brook- 
lyn, N. Y.

Russ, Doc and Pete open with an acro- 
hatic. routine that was enlivened = con- 
siderably by the comedy contributed by 
the huskiest of the trio. This latter 
member of the act also offered some of 
those risky neck falls which got a nice 
round of applause. The flops and falls 
all registered. 

Martin and Clark, working against a 
drop representing a_ rising, or mavbe 
setting sun, in a country town, put over 
a nifty line of gags, not neglecting some 
of the : standby Ss. The girl, of course, 
is a “city gal” and the “sap” from the 
sticks makes a fool of himself over her, 
much to the amusement of the andience. 
A vamping scene is very poorly exe- 
euted and contains not a little of the 
conventionally vulgar and humorless 
lines. Apart from that,, the act fares 
nicely. ' 

Three Kenan Girls, pretty and demure, 
wearing pretty gowns, present a series of 
songs and dances, solo, double, and triple, 
that get over to fair hands. One of the 
trio also accompanies at the piano. The 
kid costume and the song is one of the 
best bits in the routine. However, why 
it was thought a good idea to sing that 
particular song in a kid costume is in- 
conceivable. The dancing. tho lacking 
distinction or class, nevertheless is well 
received by the patrons. 

Ben Harrison and .Company are back 
with his mail bag, his whistle, and his 
girl companion, who feeds him very well. 
The old reliable gags are all trotted out, 
and the audience laughs at them. He is 
still working, in the beginning of his act, 
down in the orchestra, which is quite un- 
fair to patrons who are out of the range 
of vision. The business with the falling 
pants is suited to small-time and wil 
probably continue to be used as long as 
there are people whose sense of humor 
is deplorably deficient. The singing is of 
no consequence. One wonders why there 
is no revivifying of material after being 
used so many years. 

Bobby Miller Revue closes with a flash 
act of class. The Original Topeka Five 
jazz band contributes some numbers in 
addition to accompanying the dancers 
and the boys even sing prettv well. Mil- 
ler and the unbilled danseuse do some 
graceful and skillful dancing. The clas- 
sic waltz and the Spanish number were 
easily sold and even the trite apache 
number did well. The audience particu- 
larly liked the roughness of some of the 
tactics in this last.

Taken as a whole the bill this last half 
is somewhat stronger than usual, comedy 
running thruout it—perhaps to put the 
customers in good humor for the N. V.

Pelot, the old-time sure-fire comedy 
juggler, with a young lady named Wilson 
for a partner, set the customers aroaring 
from the moment he climbed over the 
garden wall. His routine of juggling 
tricks is mych the same as he has been 
using; his comedy is laugh-provokingé 
and handled with a degree of finesse. His 
fast-growing plant is a good bit but the 
piece de resistance of his routine is the 
business of catching apvles with a fork. 
Miss Wilson contributes”a little juggling 
and puts over one good song. She’s new 
in the business, or we miss our guess, 
but shows promise of developing into a 
clever little showwoman. Pelot’s been 
exposing the three-ball trick for years 
sO we suppose there’s no use complaining 
about it as he manages to gather quite 
a few laughs with the gag. 

White and Claire, two women, one at 
the piano, in a routine of published 
songs, with the usual piano sglo while 
the brunet of the duo changes costume, 
has the deuce spet and mopped up so in 
it an encore was necessary. They have 
fair voices and went over well, but we 
feel a different collection of songs would 
make them an even bigger hit. 

Julian Arthur’s Entertainers, a seven- 
piece jazz orchestra with a lady pianist, 
a team of male dancers, a woman dancer, 
an eccentric dancing maniac, and a 
prima donna, provide about 20 minutes of 
entertainment of the kind the patrons 
of this house seem to like. The act 
opens with a jazz selection with the 
drummer working in a spotlight and giv- 
ing a bum imitation of old Battle-Ax 
kennedy. He is a cross between *a 
gymnast and a juggler but doesn’t rate 
high as a drummer; in fact, he handicaps 
the band. His white socks with a tuxedo 
are unpardonable. Following the open- 


ing selection, two men and the woman 
dancer have a number, following whic! 
the prima sings, giving way to a tap 
dance by the two men; then the woman 
dancer sings a number after which th: 
male maniac appears He’s a rea 
dancing fool with some clever stuff Fo 
a finale with all hands on the stage the 
Charleston is done as done in St. Louis 
Russia, New Orleans ami the’ insane 
asylum The act succeeded in almost 
stopping the show. 

The N. V. A. drive was wedged in fo 
lowing this act, gangling, marcelled 
George Scully attempting to entertain 
during the collection. He's had his act 
in camphor balls for the past three years 
he admits; only too true is his telephon: 
bit. A pair of diminutive misses fol 
lowed him, unbilled, and put over a 
couple songs and a tap dance to fair 
returns. 

The Reiff Murray Trio, two men and 
a woman, have a nifty routine of song: 
with just a sprinkling of clowning and 
dancing that entitled them to an encore 
which they did not take One of the 
men supplies the comedy, depending on 
a novel bit we've never seen before. He’s 
always drifting off in the middle of a 
song and singing something different 
than his two partners. This double- 
song number wows them plenty. 

Willard and Barger, straight man and 
comic, gallop with ease thru about 12 
minutes of entertainment that tickles 
the risibilities, ending with a selection on 
the guitar and a tiny harmonica. The 
man playing the mouth organ can get 
more music and more funny side-splitting 
sounds out of this little instrument than 
anyone we've ever heard. 

Donna Darling Company., four shape- 
ly, pretty misses, in songs and dances in 
full stage with speica] drapes, brings 
the show to a bang-up close. The act 
opens with three girls dancing, followed 
by Miss Darling in a song, then a gypsy 
dance by one of the girls, followed by 
a toe dance by another of them, and 
then two of them in a wooden shoe 
Dutch = characterization dance, Miss 
Darling returning for a Hawaiian dance. 
A trio then puts over a song, after which 
the four of them go into a dance. After 
much applause and a brief announce- 
ment preceding a change of costume, 
Miss Darling presents what she calis 
Lighting Up the Charleston, done by all 
four members of the act garbed in 
luminous costumes that glow when the 
lights are out.

Chicago Musicians’ Head 
To Act Against Amateurs 


Chicago, April 10.—Unless the radio 
Stations in this vicinity stop using ama- 
teurs, drastic action will be taken by the 
Chicago Federation of Musicians, James 

. Petrillo, president of the federation, 
announced this week. 

_ Directors of radio broadcasting sta- 
tions in the Chicago district have been 
engaging amateur talent instead of pro- 
fessional musicians, and Mr. Petrillo as- 
serted that as one of the measures to 
stop amateur engagements, the federa- 
tion is considering a plan to demand ad- 
ditional fees from hotels, cafes and mo- 
tion picture theaters that have wires ex- 
tending from the orchestra pits to broad- 
casting stations. 

“When broadcasting was first intro- 
duced in Chieago professional musicians 
made no attempt to obtain remuneration 
for their services at various radio sta- 
tions,” Mr. Petrillo said. “The best or- 
chestral units within the ranks of the 
Chicago Federation of Musici#tns were 
allowed to render their services gratis to 
the station in the belief that the publicity 
obtained would repay the orchestra and 
its members. 

“It was not long, however, before it 
was learned that the only beneficiaries 
under this policy were the orchestra 
leaders, which meant that when an or- 
chestra of 10 pieces was engaged the 
leader received the so-called glory and 
the other nine musicians did the work. 

“But even this privilege was abused, 
With the result that the musicians’ fed- 
eration was compelled to step in and 
enforce a price schedule to govern play- 
ers at radio stations. The federation has 
a gentlemen's agreement with most of 
the radio stations in Chicago regarding 
amateur band engagements. 
gagements are permitted when approval 
is given by the musicians’ union. 

“This was the only method we could 
pursue and protect members of th: 
Chicago Federation of Musicians and the 
conditions which they have built up af- 
ter years of strife and financial losses.” 

Mr. Petrillo pointed out that the finest 
broadcasting units of musicians are em- 
ployed in the better class hotels, cafes, 
and motion picture theaters. He said 
that in many of these places microphones 
are installed in orchestra pits and the 
music is transmitted over the wires to 
broadcasting stations, where it is put on 
the air The musicians get no extra pay 
for broadcasting and if Mr. Petrillo finds 
it necessary to charge additional fees for 
broadcasting orchestras the money will 
go to the players. 

“We are willing to go more than half 
way to meet the demands requested in the 
musical line by the various station direc- 
tors,” Mr. Petrillo said, “but at the same 
time they should meet us the remainder 
of the way across the bridge, and in this 
manner al] disputes about radio matters 
could be eliminated for all time.”

. ‘highlight all thru the act is the 
work done, presumably by Sonderson, 
with the various musical instruments, 
about all of the reeds coming in for a 
versatile routine. This is done with the 
maximum amount of comedy at all times 
and it is productive of more laughs than 
would appear possible for such an act. 
Sonderson is a comedian of the first 
‘water and happens to be a jack of all 
trades insofar as doing comedy bits is 
eoncerned. In fact, he has a Ted Lewis 
style about him in some respects and in 
other ways is far better as to the comedy 
and versatility. He does not specialize on 
the songs in the manner that Lewis is 

ed for. 

nor ehat the rest of the company does is 
not so important at times. One of the 
men holds down the bag at the piano 
capab'y, but is hardly the type that fits 
into the act. The other is more youthful 
and assists with the funny instrumental 
conversations, Sonderson being able to 
do a regular Ross Gorman on the reeds 
Later he plays one to three clarinets and 
saxophones, harmonizing well and doing 
it better than just for the novelty of it. 
Banjos are used in an ensemble and other 
numbers whi'e Sonderson also does a 
bit with the accordion, and for an encore 
does a lariat dance and plays an instru- 
ment as well. He wears a gray suit wit 

black facing on the lapels which sets him 
off against the other costumes. The 
girls also aid with an occasional] sister- 
act dance and a'l are competent musi- 
cians it seems. By makine the offerinz 

. little more compact there is no reason 
why it should not be worthy 6f a_big- 
time spot. As to Sonderson himself, he 
is surely great stuff, for we've seen less 
versatile musicians getting away with

Making allowances for the rough man- 
ner in which the act was presented at 
the Monday matinee show, when the fina! 
trapeze trick was let down without much 
of a punch owing to the inability of the 
act to get border drops raised so as to 
present the feat properly, the new act of 
La Kremalina and Darras Brothers is 
a good cea} better than the average. It 
has noveif¥y, is nicely routined and em- 
braces a number of feats of an unusual 
character. Hand and head balancing are 
featured, with the freres oe with 
hand-to-hand and head-to-head balancing 
bits. Their routine is sandwiched by 
dancing, offered by La Kremolina and 
an unbilled male partner, whose work is 
passable and serves its purpose well 
enough. 

In closing one of the Darras brothers 


does a head balance on a_ swinging 
trapeze, requiring unusual equilibrium. 
This trick suffered as a result of the 


trapeze being hung so high it came in 
contact with the border drops when 
swinging. 

The act is hardly of the big-time cali- 
ber, but it should go the rounds of the 
out-of-town and neighborhood stands 
with favorable reports from any of these 
houses it plays. R. C.

A dance offering in which the settings 
vie with the work of the performers as 
an entertaining spectacle.

Jones and Jones 


Reviewed Monday matinee, April 5, at 
T.oew'’s State Theater, New York Style— 
Talking. Setting—In two, special. Time— 
Twelve minutes. 

These two colored men have rather a 
neat little dialog that shows more than 
one flash of originality before it is over. 
Working against a backdrop which de- 
picts a railroad yard, one of the pair 
coniegs running on stage as he flees the 
police. He looks around for his partner, 
who unexpectedly pops up out of a tool 
box standing nearby. 

A dialog follows, which might have 
been just a bit less monotonous if a song 
or dance had been injected. However, 
most of the talk is good and carries in- 
terest thru. It has to do mostly with 
the shorter boy’s quarreling with his 
partner over the way he conducted him- 
self since coming north, 

Not a little of the humor depends upon 
the supposed explanatory dissertations 
upon sundry topics of cosmic interest 
offered gratuitously by one of the men 
to the -other. These are couched in 
pollysyllabic verbiage which for the most 
part is incomprehensible to the other. 
However, tho this bit of business is often 
utilized for comic effects in vaudeville, 
the speaker’s sudden gasping for breath 
after some of the larger words and his 
other antics work ’ it for an unusual 
amount of laughter. 

Incidentally why the burden of the 
dialog should rest so heavily upon one 
of the pair is beyond solution. It might 
easily have been arranged to give the 
other some of the punch lines. 

The unobtrusive business with the two 
wooden boxes, which accentuates the 
much spoken of laziness of one of the 
team, is also a good bit of comedy. The 
closing song, a plaintive ballad, is well 
rendered, but was completely lost to the 
patrons at the rear of the house due to 
the weak volume. They might give a 
thought to these patrons in the _ larger 
houses they play.

When reviewed at the Monday after- 
noon show, Mary Cavanova and Otokar 
Marak. operatic soprano and _  fenor, 
respectively, appeared somewhat at a 
disadvantage.

In addition they suffered <« clumsy close 
as a result of some of the Hippodrome 
girls getting mixed up in the drop at the 
finish of the number. 

Both Miss Cavanova and Marak have 
excellent voices. The’? former was a 
soprano prima donna with the Chicago 
Opera Company, and Marak was leading 
tenor with that company as well as lead- 
ing tenor with the Prague National 
Opera. They are presented in vaudeville 
together by Ottokar Bartik. with Betty 
Schulin assisting at the piano. 

When reviewed they opened with a 
duet from Cavalleria Rusticana, which 
was nicely done. Miss Cavanova fol- 
lowed with Rose in the Bud. and Marak 
countered with A Dream, by Bartlett. 
For the closing number, Hosanna, by 
Granier, a special secular drop was pro- 
vided and the inevitable Hippodrome girls 
were dragged in in fitting attire. Miss 
Cavanova appeared in white and Marak 
stood at the side of the stage near the 
piano. 

Assistance from the pit orchestra, 
when reviewed, was not what it should 
have been. particularly on the opening 
number. This has a great deal to do 
with taking off the edge of an act such 
as Miss Cavanova and Marak present, 
but under more auspicious conditions 
than prevailed when it was caught, it 
should prove a hit of no small propor- 
tions.

Singer’s Midgets 
Reviewed Monday matinee, April 5, at 
the Hippodrome, New York. Style— 
Midget production, Setting — Several 
scenes, special, in one and full stage 
Time—Thirty minutes. 


Singer's Midgets is not a new turn or 
even a return, but there are a number of 
new scenes in the pretentious production. 
The offering now opens with a number in 
which the male members of the troupe 
march out as the King’s guards, done up 
in full armor. It is a rather impressive 
opening and takes the place of the 
former acrobatic cowboy number in which 
Shetland ponies were used. 

Another new number is presented in 
“one”, when magical tricks in an Oriental 
setting are presented. One of the midgets 
offers very cleverly the flabbergasting 
lemon a bottle transfer trick, selling 
the stunt with the usual line of legerde- 
main gab. 

The other new number is a chariot 
race in which the ponies step it off at 
breakneck speed on rolling runners, so 
that the chariots do not move. In con- 
nection with this number, its effec- 
tiveness would be heightened if runners 
were placed under the wheels of the 
chariots.

B. A. Rolfe and Orchestra

This act is rather heavily exploited 
Rolfe is heralded as “America’s trump-°t 
virtuoso”, and the audience is also 
previously acquainted with the fact that 
he had lately been a feature with Vin- 
cent Lopez’s outfit. Before the act goes 
on a preliminary film slide informs the 
audience that Rolfe has been acclaimed 
as being especially skilled in his work in 
the upper register on the cornet. 

And by time the act is over the audi- 
ence doesn't care whether the exploita- 
tion is merely a big blurb or not, for the 
patrons were thoroly satisfied both with 
Rolfe’s cornet solos and the orchestra’s 
renditions—and they expressed their 
satisfaction in no uncertain terms. Which 
is all that matters. Incidentally Rolfe 
has been seen in vaudeville before, play- 
ing years ago in a brass act. In addition 
to his solos, which proved his reputation 
was not at all illfounded, Rolfe also 
leads his 10-piece band, facing the audi- 
ence as he does so.

Reviewed Tuesday matinee, April 6, 
at Proctor’s 58th Street, New York. 
Style — Musical sketch. Setting — Full 
stage, interior. Time—Twenty minutes. 

Rahn's latest offering which is entitled 
Leap Year, appears to be an enlargement 
of the act he did several years ago. At 
that time it was Rahn ond a girl; now 

is Rahn and four girls and another 
man. Most of the additional talent seems 
to be new to the footlights, as was plain- 
ly evident when one of the girls rendered 
an operatic’ number. It was good in 
spots, but she failed in the really dif- 
ficult notes, which detracted greatly 
from what appeared at the start to be 
an excellent vocal effort. 

Rahn’s first number, rendered with the 
aid of his company, which collectively ts 
a pretty good singing aggregation, went 
much better than his subsequent comedy 
solos, one of which was a “cake-eater” 
number done in character costume with 
the well-known bell-bottom trousers. This 
was Rahn’s biggest comedy effort, but 
it failed to materialize to even a passable 
degree. One woman, with the voice ap- 
Parently of a man, was responsible for 
the really few good laughs in the act 
and scored well in a solo number. There 
are several other single, double and trio 
dance steps, but only one, an eccentric 
dance by one of the girls, met with any 
show of applause. 

A great display of “milking” the auili- 
ence was given by Rahn at the finish, 
when, after two bows by the entire com- 
pany, he took an individual call to dying 
applause and then proceeded to call back 
his company for another sympathetic but 
feeble hand.

York. Style—Comedy. Setting—In one.

Hufford is one of the best nut come- 
dians we've caught in some time. He 
opens and closes with a wow, not to men- 
tion what he does all thru his routine. 
That he is different is apparent at once 
since he works in tuxedo and depends 
on his ability and material, both of which 
could hardly be improved upon. He has 
a pleasing personality in the bargain and 
never lets down the tempo for 2 moment. 
Thus he fits nicely into the big-time 
stvle of artistes and is capable of hand- 
ing any two-a-day house a strong act 
for its bill. 

It is possible that the same discon- 
nected material used by Hufford would 
mean comparatively little in the hands 
of another.

WEAF House Orchestra 
Is Now a Reality 


Probably Only Radio Station With Own 
Organization Playing There Exclusively 


New York, April 10.—The organization 
by radio Station WEAF of its own ex- 
oclusive orchestra, after negotiations be- 
tween F. S. Spring, of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, and 
Edward Canavan, chairman of Local 
802, American Federation of Musicians, 
as announced axclusively in The Billboard 
recently, has been completed and the 
WEAF outfit is now on the air.

Raquel Meller 


Star of Moment 


Equity Elects Senorita as an Hon- 
orary Member---Interest High 
in Debut --- Controversy 
Over Price of Seats 


New York, Apri] 10.—Raquel Meller, 
famed Spanish artist, is the subject of 
the moment along Broadway. Seldom, 
if ever, has such widespread interest 
been expressed in a foreign star’s Ameri- 
can debut. The Senorita’s limited New 
York engagement, which begins next 
Wednesday night at the Empire Theater, 
is the main topic of conversation up and 
down the Rialto district, and the excite- 
ment has been much stimulated the past 
few days by the announcement that the 
executive council of the Actor’s Equity 
Association, in session last Wednesday 
afternoon, had elected the Spanish star 
to honorary membership in the organi- 
zation. This is only the third time in 
the history of Equity that such an honor 
has been conferred upon a foreign artist, 
the others being Mme. Duse and Con- 
stantin Stanislavsky. Equity has also 
extended its invitation for Senorita Meller 
to appear in its annual show at the 
Metropolitan Opera House April 25. 

Considerable controversy has arisen 
ever the prices being asked for Raquel 
Meller’s performances at the Empire. 
E. Ray Goetz, her impresario, has been 
severely criticized-and many letters of 
complaints and protest aga -nst the charge 
of $25 for the premiere and $10 top for 
all other performances have been pub- 
lished. These protests have reached such 
@ point that Goetz yesterday brought 
forth a defense. His statement, in part. 
was as follows: 

“It is a known fact that negotiations 
have been carried on by various Ameri- 
can managers with Senorita Meller for 
over five years and, in spite of rumored 
contracts and alleged agreements, the 
artist has never been persuaded to make 
the voyage to this country. My negotia- 
tions have been carried on for two years 
and have taken considerable time, and 
caused much expense. I made four trips 
to Burope before the contract was signed. 

“The contract stipulates that Senorita 
Meller is to give but four performances 
weekly. The artist receives for four 
shows a greater salary than any artist 
has ever received on the American stage 
for eight performances. I have rented 
the Empire Theater and am paying a 
rent for the full weeks, while I am al- 
lowed the benefit of Senorita Meller's ap- 
pearance for one-half of the usual show- 
ings. In addition to this, I have engaged 
a symphony orchestra of music ans 
selected from the Philharmonic Society 
of New York and have signed Dr. Kurt 
Schindler to conduct. The scenic equip- 
ment and novelties of the program have 
cost a small fortune. 

“I. emphatically resent the criticism 
that has come from certain quarters as 
to the scale of prices, which is not greater 
than that which is paid for second-rate 
prize fights and first-row seats for ques- 
tionable musical shows It is a matter 
of record that seats sold for the opening 
nights of the early days of Weber and 
Fields’ Music Hall and subsequent recitals 
at a Broadway theater and several open- 
ing-night occasions of the Ziegfeld Fol- 
lies have brought prices in excess of the 
ones I have quoted. It is a s'mple matter 
in mathematics to calculate the capacity 
of the Empire at these prices and de- 
duct my expenses to arrive at the con- 
clusion that little profit can be made 
during this four-week engagement. 

“IT regret sincerely that the orchestra 
prices may be out of the reach:of many 
people connected with the arts who would 
appreciate the wonderful genius of this 
actress, but TI also resent the intimation 
that IT am attempting to gouge the 
American public.”

Shuberts Censor 


By ALFRED NELSON 


Burlesque Show 


Protest Against Use of “Lemon Bit” in Harry Steppe O. K. 
Presentation 


New York, April 10.—Burlesquers got 
the laugh of their life last week when it 
became rumored along Broadway that the 
Shuberts, thru their attorney, William 
Klein, had protested against the use of 
the “lemon bit” in Cain & Davenport's 
Harry Steppe O. KE. show on the Columbia 
Circuit. 

On the surface it appeared to be a 
cleverly camouflaged effort on the part of 
a professional press publicity promoter 
to break into print, for a well-known 
press representative spread the propa- 
ganda in plenty, and for the most part 
the theatrical journals accepted it with- 
out any effort to confirm the protest. 

Following its usual policy of investiga- 
tion, The Billboard is now in possession 
of the protest, which is embodied in a 
letter, dated April 2, from Mr. Klein to 
Hurtig & Seamon, as follows: 

“You are using in Harry Steppe’s Bur- 
jlesque Show at your theater this week an 
uct which is a direct infringement of our 
copyrighted and protected ‘lemon’ scene 
now used by us in the production A Night 
in Paris at the Century Roof Theater. 
You are also using a photograph of A 
Night in Paris in one of your frames. 

“We hereby give you notice that unless 
this unauthorized use of our material is 
stopped immediately we shall bring 
proper proceedings against you, and a 
copy of this letter will be used as evi- 
dence of the fact that you have received 
sufficient notice of our rights. 

“We also reserve our right to bring ac- 
tion against you for damages caused by 
the unauthorized use of our property. 

“Kindly communicate with the writer 
of this letter immediately in order to 
avoid, if possible, the bringing of suit.” 

The letter was signed by Sydney M. 
Kaye for William Klein. 

Cain & Davenport replied under date 
of April 6 as follows: 

“This is in answer to your letter of 
April 1, directed to the company manager 
of Harry Steppe’s Burlesque Show. 

“In the first place, we wish to say that 
there is not the slightest basis for your 
statement that the sketch used in our 
production is an infringement on the 
‘lemon’ scene used in A Night in Paris, 
On the contrary, if you are using that 
scene in your show, we are prepared to 
show that you are infringing on our 
rights. 

“In the second place, the photographs 
used by us in our frames were all taken 
long before your production was even in 
existence. It is evident, therefore, that 
your production must be using a scene 
belonging to our show. It would take too 
long to go into details in a letter, and, as 
we have turned the matter over to our 
attorneys, Messrs. Goldsmith, Goldblatt 
& Hanower, for attention, you may take 
the matter up with them for further de- 
tails if you care to. 

“Now that our attention has been called 
to the fact that you are using the ‘lemon’ 
scene and also a scene which must be 
similar to one in our show, we are in- 
structing our attorneys to take the neces- 
sary steps to protect our rights in both 
of these instances.” 

The so-called “lemon bit’, with many 
variations, has been presented by in- 
numerable burlesquers in the Columbia, 
American and Mutual Circuit companies 
and many of the stock company burlesque 
presentations in this city in the last 
eight years. 

Sam Rice, at the present time local 
manager of the Empire Theater, Provi- 
dence, R. L, presenting Columbia Circuit 
shows, recently called on Sam A. Scribner, 
president and general manager of the 
Columbia Amusement Company, beoking 
shows on the Columbia Circuit. and 
Scribner asked Rice to give his version 
of the origin of the “lemon bit”. To quote 
Rice: 

“IT was employed by Butler, Jacobs & 
Lowry in 1907 to stage and produce bur- 
lesque bits for their Merry Maidens Com- 
pany, and the opening performance at 
the People’s Theater, Cincinnati, included 
a bit titled by me Coney Island, in which 
[ originated and presented for the first 
time, to my knowledge and belief, a bit 
of comedy with several members of the 
company betting they could pick up one 
of the three cocoanut shells covering thé 
lemon that they supposed was under the 
selected shell, but which in reality was 
in a basket under the green baize-covered 
table that had a trap door that permitted 


the disappearance of the lemon or lemons 
at the will of the operator. The game 
was conceived and the dialog written by 
me, and the equipment was built for me 
by Tom Barrett, property man of the 
show. I was the principal comique, and 
my coworkers included Lulu’ Beeson, 
champion soft-shoe dancer; Frankie 
Grace (later of Grace and Burke), Bill 
Grace, Patti Carney, Charlie Lewis, Peter 
Thompson, Elmer Jackson, Jim Fagin, 
Jack Phillsbury and Eddie DeForrest, all 
old-time variety performers, who freely 
admitted at the time that they had never 
seen anything similar on the professional 
stage, and I had it copyrighted at that 
time. 

“At that time Charlie Edwards was 
agent in advance and Charlie Daniels 
manager back with the company. 

“Some time after that I used the bit 
in another show with Harry Keeler, 
straightman, and Joe Burton, Irish comic, 
with Harry Hedges manager of the com- 
pany. 

“Later on Torh Sullivan persuaded me 
to let him have the use of the bit in his 
Monte Carlo Girls, in which Harry (Zoup) 
Welch was the featured comic. I agreed 
to let him have the use of it for that 
season only. When he used it the next 
season against my protest I took legal 
steps to protect my interest in the bit as 
a valuable asset to me personally in any 
show in which I appeared. 

“At that time I was under the directing 
management of I.H. Herk, being featured in 
Herk’s show, Sam Rice and His Daffydils, 
and I retain letters sent to me at that 
time by Herk, Eddie Miner, Jim Fen- 
nessey and Harry Martell requesting me 
to permit Sullivan’s continuance of the 
‘lemon bit’ in his show, and Sullivan paid 
me a royalty for some time afterwards, 
due to the fact that he had subleased the 
bit to Max Fields for the latter’s use 
in his Ten Poppies, a vaudeville act. 

“With my retirement as a performer to 
take up the active management of thea- 
ters I made little or no protest to ihe use 
of the bit by any of my friends in bur- 
lesque, 

“Cain & Davenport's Harry Steppe 
O. K. show plays my house in Providence 
next week, and I will welcome, an in- 
junction subject to legal redress from the 
Shuberts’ attorney.” 

The “lemon bit” has been seen by 
thousands of patrons of burlesque at 
prices ranging from 50 cents up to $1.65. 
Patrons of Broadway shows can also see 
the Harry O'Neil-Jack Pearl version of 
the bit in Shuberts’ A Night in Paris on 
the Century Roof at as high as $5.50. The 
only difference is in the actors and. their 
individual method of working the bit 
with its attendant dialog. 

Harry O'Neil was formerly associated 
with Harry Steppe in Cain & Davenport’s 
Harry Steppe O. EK. show on the Columbia 
Circuit up to the time of O’Neil’s gradua- 
tion from burlesque to Broadway. 

Steppe is the self-confessed originator 
of the “three bananas” and “Brazilian 
nut” bits. 

Another interesting exchange of letters 
between William Klein and Sam A. 
Scribner is quoted herewith. The letter 
—— Mr. Klein is dated May 16, 1923, and 
reads: 

“J desire to give you notice that the 
performance given by the illustrators, as 
presented on the Century Roof last Fri- 
day, Saturday and Monday nights, has 
been duly copyrighted, and is now the 
property of the Messrs. Shubert. 

“The use of any of the properties as 
presented at the said theater will make 
those responsible therefor liable to my 
clients for such relief as the courts may 
determine they are entitled to by reason 
of infringing upon their rights. 

“This letter is written at the present 
time so that if any properties herein re- 
ferred to are used it may not be claimed 
that you had no knowledge of the copy- 
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‘ight of said properties and af the owner- 
ship thereof in my clients, the Messrs. 
Shubert.” ; 

Mr. Scribner replied on May 17, 1923, 
us follows: 

“And I desire to give vou notice that 
the Columbia Wheel producers have no 
desire whatever to use any copyrighted 
matter that belongs to the Messrs. 
Shubert. 

“If you would step into the Astor Thea- 
ter you would see Jimmie Barton doing 
everything that our Mr. Wells wrote for 
him in burlesque, and we are mightily 
glad that Barton took it with him when 
he left burlesque, because it helps him. 

“If you will step into the Music Box 
you will see Clark and McCullough doing 
everything that Bedini produced in bur- 
lesque. 

“In fact, you can step into any Shubert 
theater and you will find some actor or 
some bit in there from burlesque. It has 
occurred to me several times to stop it, 
but if we ever did I don’t know what in 
God’s name you fellows would ever do 
for material. 

“You authors all have good memories, 
short pencils and long, white cuffs, and, 
while they elaborate what they take from 
us, still in all the text is there. What 
amuses me most is to see you fellows 
hook from each other. While some of our 
producers might hook something out of 
some of your delightful comedies, still in 
all we have this on you, that we don't 
hook from each other. 

“Wishing you a merry Christmas and 
a happy New Year, I am.” 

At the close of. Rice’s discourse and 
exit Mr. Scribner was asked by The Biil- 
board representative if he had his re- 
cently promised statement of revelations 
prepared for publication, but the Big 
Chief of the C. A. C. was in a satirical 
humor and cut in with: 

“What do you know about those fellows 
that you termed the Big Boys of Broad- 
way in that Palm Beach piature in The 
Billboard? q 

“Say, hold that revelation stuff off until 
T get back Monday and I will give you 
something worth publishing, and it won't 
be the kind of bunk that (referring to 
another theatrical journal) printed this 
week, 

“In all probability the word burlesque 
will be dropped from billing of Columbia 
Circuit houses and shows next season. 
They asked me to drop burlesque from 
our billing so that the Columbia Circuit 
presentations can be accepted on a par 
with their shows. Then they can ‘cop’ our 
burlesque bits, charge $5.50, and protest 
against us giving them downstairs and at 
Hurtig & Seamon’s at $1.65.”

The con- 
tribution is, however, extremely delicate 
and the night this reporter viewed its 
exhibition the value was somewhat 
dimmed because’ Lionel Atwill, despite 
his reputation as impersonator of august 
personages, was not quite big enough to 
hold the composition. 

The star gave an excellent performance 
at the premiere but the role requires a 
super-power that he did not seem to 
possess. As Atwill played this Beau Gal- 
tant, there was just a slight lack of con- 
viction, a bit of exaggerated caricature 
here and there instead of full characteri- 
zation, a chance now and again to take 
one’s eyes from the man to look dir 
at the faint background and mistake it 
for the portrait. There is all-absorbi 
fascination in Oliver’s character, but 
needs genius in expression. If Atwill 
can hold the hypnotic influence, the ay 
trait will also hold. If not, absurdity, 
implausibility and dullness will crop out. 
= in any case, Beaw Gallant is inter- 
esting. 

The figure is that of a self-sufficient 
gentleman, who has inherited his grand- 
father’s conservatism and his father's 
worthlessness, who patterns his ways af- 
ter the famous characters to whom he 
is namesake, and who strives to master 
the grace and art of living. He will not 
permit himself anger or worry or emotion 
of any kind. He is polished and has per- 
fect poise. He is an aristocrat, a “mu- 


seum piece”, 
his butler, so admirably 


Smithsen, 
Dlayed by Wallace Erskine, is a relic 
of the good old aristocracy of service. 
He sticks, tho the sheriffs remove all the 
furniture, the garage seizes the car and 
there are bill collectors at e door. 
What a comfort he is, in the able hands 
of Erskine. 


Smithson has a daughtey, Jessica! 
who is social secretary to Beau Gallant 
and his nurse during poverty and illness. 
The fascination is so strong that un- 
known to him she spends her own money 
that he may continue to have his wants 
Supplied and then adds her love to the 
Sacrifice.

It is to be regretted the Opera Players 
did not choose a more interesting work 
than this of Boughton’s for their initial 
production, also that more experienced 
singing actors were not selected for the 
principal roles. The performance was of 
the caliber of amateur affairs both in 
point of singing and acting. 

This music drama is based on an old 
Irish legend of fairy folklore and deals 
with the love of one of the fairies’ 
daughters, Etain, and Eochaidh, King of 
Ireland; their marriage and the unhap- 
piness of Etain thru her longing for the 
fairy folk and her final return to them. 

Alternate casts are singing the leading 
roles, but as the program did not indicate 
definitely which cast was appearing there 
was no way of learning who was singi 
the night the performance was reviewed, 
hence individual mention cannot be given. 

The principals with but one or two ex- 
ceptions need much further experience in 
the art of acting as well as singing. They 
need to learn how to use their arms, how 
to depict emotion, how to enter and leave 


a stage. As to enunciation, while much 
of the music makes clear énunciation 
difficult, the fact that several of the 


principals did sing clearly and distinctly 
proves that clear diction in singing this 
music is possible to those who take the 
trouble to study their part carefully. 

The chorus sang fairly well the num- 
bers allotted them. 

The most pleasing features of the pro- 
duction were the excellent stage settings 
by Jacques Carter and the colorful cos- 
tumes by Hamilton Condon. ; 

It is to be hoped, however, that, given 
time to overcome defects due to Inex- 
perience, further performances will bring 
the perfection which the effort of the 
Opera Players merits; also that sufficient 
support will be accorded by New York 
to permit the organization to carry on 
in its purpose to present intimate opera. 

The small orchestra gave excellent sup- 
port under the able direction of Alberto 
Rimboni, the alert and hard-working con- 
ductor.

M.-G.-M. and Wikies 
Stoop To Old Evils 


Exhibitors Charge Both With 
Trying To Raise Prices on 
Pictures Above Original 
Contract Figure 


New York, April 10.—In spite of the 
new Standard Exhibitor Contract for the 
exhibitor’s protection, complaints are be- 
ginning to fester charging subterfuze. 
One of these is against Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer which is alleged to have added 
four clauses to the new equitable con- 
tract after it had failed in its “big 
brother” methods, never retaliative, to 
force theater owners to pay more than 
the price called for in their contracts for 
pictures that had made a bigger hit than 
expected when released. In other words, 
M.-G.-M. would sign contracts with ex- 
hibitors at a stated price in advance of 
the world premiere of the picture in 
question and later. if the picture had 
made more money than expected, impor- 
tune the exhibitor to pay more than the 
contract called for in view of the fact 
the picture proved itself apparently worth 
muc more. Some exhibitors have 
agreed to the jumped price, but few ever 
recall having seen the practice work both 
ways. P 

The complaints against Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer have reached the Motion Picture 
Theater Owners af America, which is ex- 
pected to take quick action. Joseph M. 
Seider, business manager of the exhibitor 
organization, announces they are also act- 
ing on complaints against Warner Broth- 
ers, alleging the use, also of “big brother” 
methods to obtain more money on The 
Sea Beast. In one of these cases it is 
charged the Warner institution threat- 
ened the exhibitor with roadshowing the 
nicture unless the price agreed upon in 
the original contract was increased. 

The first complaint, alleging addition of 
four clauses to the new contract, reached 
national headquarters thru Joseph M. 
Walsh, president of the Connecticut unit 


of the M. P. T. O. A. In a letter to R. 


F. Woodhull, president of the parent or- 
ganization. Walsh inclosed copy of a let- 
ter alleged to have been written by 
Gabriel Hess, member of the Hays or- 
ganization, notifying the Film Boards of 
Trade that Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer was 
going to make a ehange in the new Stand- 
ard Exhibition Contract. 

“Is this thing going to he allowed so 
that each company can add anything 
it wants,to the contract and make the 
contract anything but uniform?”, Walsh 
asked in his communication to the M. P. 
7 oe A 

Mr. Seider immediately wrote a letter 
to Mr. Hess, who is the general attorney 
of the Hays organization, obfecting to all 
the clauses M.-G.-M. added except clause 
three. The fourth clause is the most 
unfair of the Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer addi- 
tions, according to Mr. Seider, as_ it 
would permit the company to switch pic- 
tures on the contract. 

Concerning the “big brother” charge 
against Warner Brothers, Mr. Seider is 
acting on a complaint from C. Bean of 
the Pastime Amusement Company, of 
Franklin, N. H. This theater owner re- 
lates that on March 10 he contracted 
in the Boston office of Warner Brothers 
for Warner features as they are released 
The booking included The Sea Beast, with 
stipulation as to time. In his complaint 
Bean alleges his efforts to get the spe- 
cific booking under his Warner contract 
resulted in a series of postponements and 
culminated in the request from the 
Warner Boston office for dates on all 
other features but The Sta Beast, re- 
sulting in his inability to get this John 
Barrymore feature until August , 

Mr. Seider has advised Bean to file 
complaint with the Joint Arbitration 
Roard, and in this connection points out 
that “Warner Brothers apparently are 
not delivering The Sea Reast to you be- 
cause they are making an effort to in- 
duce von to pay more than the contract 
price for the picture.” 


$700.000 Movie for Park 
Manor District. Chicago 


Chicago, April &8.——Ernest J. Krug has 
announced a new movie house for 69th 


street between Prairie and Indiana 
avenues, to cost $700,000. William P. 
Whitney is the architect and Samuel 


Klein consulting engineer. The new house 
will be in the Park Manor district. and 
will be designed in the colonial style, 
something almost unheard of in Chicago 
movie construction. The house will have 
2,000 seats. 


United Artists To Have 
Own Board of Arbitration 


New York, April 10.--United Ar- 
tists is forming an arbitration board 
for the settlement of all disputes 
arising between exchanges and ex- 
hibitors, and has appointed Sam 
Moross, formerly secretary of the New 
York Theater Owners’ Chamber o0f 
Commerce, to organize and head the 
bureau. United Artists is not a mem- 
ber of the Hays organization but it 
has always co-operated with the Film 
Boards of Trade wherever con- 
troversies affecting them have arisen. 
The arbitration department of the film 
concern will act therefore in a sup- 
plementary capacity, endeavoring to 
iron out differences without the aid of 
the Film Boards of Trade. This will 
save the exhibitor expense and time 
incurred in ovens. to key cities for 
hearings before the Film Boards if his 
case_can be settled without going to 
the Boards of Trade. 


Producers To Face 
Exhibitor in June 


New York, April 10.—Exhibitors and 
producers will meet face to face on the 
conventign floor of the Motion Picture 
Theater Owners: of America, at the Am- 
bassador Hotel in Los Angeles in June, 
if present plans to permit well-known 
producers to attend the conclave do not 
miscarry. Foreseeing the constructive 
results of bringing producer and theater 
owner together for discussions of prob- 
lems confronting the industry, a series 
of conferences were held between the 
Motion Picture Theater Owners of Amer- 
ica and Frederick W. Beetson, represent- 
ing the Association of Motion Picture 
Producers, Inc. 

Beetson made a special trip from the 
Coast for the purpose of completing the 
program arranged by Glenn Harper, 
chairman of the Convention Committee. 
His organization is composed of all the 
largest producers in the industry, who, 
he assures, will co-operate to entertain 
America’s theater owners from the time 
they arrive in Los Angeles until the 
time they depart. 

The attendance at the conclave of the 
producers for the first time in history of 
the M. P. T. O. A. presages not only 
the cementing of a closer and better 
understanding between buyer and seller, 
but also the troning out of abuses so 
overwhelming in ramification.

(Paramount) 

Based on the fallibility of circumstan- 
tial evidence, The Blind Goddess, which is~ 
to say. blind justice, brings to the screen 
a gripping, human-interest story in which 
love and duty, romance and a murder 
mystery are some of the complex ele- 
ments. The whole is thrown against the 
background of a broken mother fighting 
the instinct to be near her daughter 
whom she left when young. and the 
somber, portentous confines of a district 
attorney's office and courtroom 

Every exhibit in the evidence collected 
points to the guilt of the mother, who had 
gone in her distress to the palatial home 
of her renounced daughter and husband, 
only to leave with the renewed promise 


she would never return and ruin the 
gzirl’s life. The mother had committed 
an act of infidelity in her early married 
life, Jeaving the daughter, then young, 
to grow up with the thought her parent 
was dead. and entreated by the father 
on her visit to let the girl retain this 
memory, the mother, now turned actress, 
agreed to remain away forever. The visit, 
however, helped to link the chain of 
evidence against her in the murder that 
was committed after her departure by a 
crooked business associate, but the slair 
man managed to make a dying statement 
to a dictaphone on wis desk, clearing the 
mother at the trial, and at, incidentally, 
the psychological moment. Louise Dres- 
ser plays the part of the mother, Ernest 
Torrence the part of the father. Esther 
Ralston the role of the daughter and 
Jack Holt the part of an assistant district 
attorney, who, believing in the innocence 
of the accused, resigns to launch all his 
forensic powers in her defense. 

The film was adapted from the 
magazine story by Arthur Train, who at 
one time was an assistant district at- 
torney of New York County, and, ap- 
parently, knows whereof he speaks. Di- 
rection, photography. scenario treatment 
and captions are of an acceptable caliber. 

The Publix presentation this week. 
Kids in Kandyland, proved to be one of 
the best produced thus far. It was con- 
ceived and staged by Gus Edwards, with 
lyrics by Howard Johnson and a produc- 
tion touch here and there by Paul Os- 
ecard. None of these gentlemen may 
fear censure as a result of their efforts. 
The musical numbers, dances, special 
settings and unique production touches 
are entirely to the king’s taste. Seventeen 
people—among them Mario Alvarez, 
Walter Reddick, Gus Goodman, Irving 
Kennedy. William Liebling, Joy Huyler, 
Adeline Seaman and the team of Brown 
and Bailey—take part in several beauti- 
fully staged and routined numbeys. 

Another Publix number of high enter- 
tainment valne was presented earlier in 
the program by the Chantal Sisters 
(four), two of whom played at pianos 
and the other two of whom danced, one 
specializing in ballet, the other in 
Charleston. The act is nicely staged and 
presented, and received such wonderful 
assistance from the theater orchestra 
when reviewed that one doesn’t wonder 
why similar offerings are given the

hard thing to do, but The Night Cry, fea- 
turing Rin-Tin-Tin, the police dog, bids 
fair to hold the fort rather well. The 
picture is entertaining, well made, sus- 
tains the suspense and evokes a thrill or 
two in its melodramatic Sequences. Te 
all lovers of dogs—and the number is 
legion—it should prove highly interesting, 
as the story centers about Rin-Tin-Tin, 
called Rinty in the picture, and the cir- 
cumstances which make it appear he is 
a killer. According to the unwritten law 
of the range, he is condemned by sheep 
owners to be shof, but his master shields 
the dog. not believing he left his own 
flock to kill lambs belonging to others.

Violators ef Minimum Con- 
tracts 

HE council of the association at its

Lawrence White in Good Standing Again 


The council has lifted the suspension 
of Lawrence White, and while he con- 
tinues the fulfillment of the terms on 
which the suspension was _ remitted 
Equity members may play with him. 


The Broadcasting Fight Before Congress 


As the pioneer of the fight to compel 
broadcasters to pay adequately for serv- 
ices or material used in radio programs, 
the Actors’ Equity Association has kep’ 
closely in touch with the efforts now be- 
ing made by the American Society of 
Composers, Authors and Publishers to re- 
sist a bill which would authorize the 
compulsory licensing at an inadequate 
fee of all broadcasting stations for the 
performance of dramatic and musical 
compositions. Just before the recent 
hearing in Washington the A. 8S. C, A. P. 
wrote to Equity’s executive secretary to 
say that: 

“There are two bills known as Senate 
Bill 2328, introduced by Mr. Dill of 
Washington, and House Bill 10434, in- 
troduced by Mr. Vestal of Indiana, which 
provide for the compulsory licensing of 
copyrighted musical works at fixed 
royalties for broadcasting stations. 

“We believe you are interested in this 
legislation because if it were enacted 
into law it might destroy the value of 
many musical comedy productions. As 
an illustration: Assuming that the man- 
ager of a current musical comedy pro- 
duction in the city of New York desires 
to broadcast one performance for the 
purpose of advertising his show, these 
bills, if enacted into law, would permit 
every broadcasting station in the United 
States, at will, to broadcast the numbers 
from the production. It must be obvious 
to you, as it is to us, that the production 
of road shows would be seriously ham- 
pered and as a result thereof the income 
of many of your members would be af- 
fected. : 

“We regard this attempt to legislate 
the use of our property as an invasion 
of the rights which have belonged to an 
author or composer in this country since 
1856, and we have no fear as to the out- 
come when our views are presented to 
the Patents Committee. We do feel, 
nevertheless, that the various organiza- 
tions which are allied with public amuse- 
ment industries ought to be aligned in 
opposition to the commercial interests 
which seek to deprive the creators of 
musical works of their earnings. 

“Representatives of the producin 

ers, Authors’ League, American Drama- 
tists, Inc., and other groups are to ac- 
company us on a train leaving Sunday 
night, and if you will designate your 
representative we will be pleased to ar- 
range for transportation.” 

The council approved the suggestion 
made by Mr. Hein and authorized Mr. 
Gillmore to reply, saying: 

“T read your letter of the 30th to the 
council at its mecting on Tuesday and 
the members expressed hearty approval 
of what you are ye and desire to 
have a representative of the association 
accompany you on your trip to Washing- 
ton. I would have gone myself even at 
great inconvenience, but I learned that 
Paul Turner can leave here on Sunday 
night and therefore we have clothed him 
with authority to represent the Actors’ 
Equity Association and the Chorus Equity 
Association.”

Those who have had the 
welfare of the legitimate theater at heart 


and who have devoted a considerable 
amount of time and energy to devising 
a means of recovering some of these

proposed by Thomas A. Magrane, with

Writing of the success which had at- 
tended the productions of the Academy 
Players, Mr. Magrane declared: 


“In these days of radio and the films 
it may be encouraging to members of 
Equity and the spoken drama to learn 
that, in the face of the strong competi- 
tion of the two amusements mentioned 
viz., radio and pictures, we broke five 
records here the past week for attendance 
at stock performances. 

“This proves that, if the public is 
given clean amusement at a reasonable 
price, there is no competitor to be afraid 
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of, and a good profit derived by the 
management. . am . 

“There are hundreds of cities in the 
United States where they ape as hungry 
for the spoken drama as Richmond, and 
if the same effort is made as the man- 
igement here has demonstrated to please 
theater patrons, and not to cheat them 
with cheap makeshift productions and 
mediocre actors, the same _ results will 
prevail and the public will welcome and 
readily pay for the entertainment. 

“Our prices are 25 cents to $1 and 
the top-price seats are the first sold, and 
at these prices of admission we played» 
to more, gross, than some of the proven 
Broadway successes that charged $2.50 
and $3 admission, which proves again 
that popular prices will help to bring the 
spoken play back to its own and be the 
means of not so many idle actors. BUT 
THEY MUST GIVE THE PUBLIC THE 
WORTH OF THEIR MONEY, 

“Stock companies are going to be the 
opening wedge, where the cities have 
~practically been closed to touring com- 

anies, and this department of A. E. A. 
should offer every encouragement to 
stock actors and stock managers, and 
the producing managers should be awake 
to the fact that stock is a great outlet 
for their plays and not make -it prohibi- 
tive in holding back for exorbitant roy- 
alties and then only releasing plays after 
the picture rights have been sold, which 
often kills the play for stock produc- 
tion. But on the other hand, let the 
Stoek rights first, as the presentation 
in stock does not injure the drawing 
power of the play in pictures. 

“If we are going to put the spoken 
drama back in the theater we must all 
do our bit, and not lose a chance to help 
by keeping secret any advice or informa- 
tion that might encourage the venture; 
for instance, I have often been asked 

‘knew of a city where a theater 
could be secured for stock.’ If any of our 
members should have information of this 
kind I think it would be a good idea 
to give this information to the traveling 
deputy and if a record is kept of tha 
available theaters it might help some 
manager. who is seeking a location, and 
at the same time help us generally.”

1 phraim Lessing made the subject of_his 
critical essay, Laokoon, published in Ber- 
lin in 1766 


Altho Lessing's essay was a frag- 
mentary composition, it touches an im- 
portant principle in aiming to recognize 
and define the limits beyond which the 
irtist and the poet cannot safely venture. 
How far the poet, dramatist and actor 
may not safely venture is clearly implied 
n his diseussion 

In reading Lessing it is well to keep 
1 mind the “muscular’’ terminology of 
Ethel Puffer which puts the final test 
of artistic balance and harmony to the 
word in the body as we may call it, to 
“the balance of nervous and muscular 
tensigns and relaxations” which the artist 
n his creation inspires in the spectator 
who lives over again in his own frame 
the forms and sounds that the artist 
has preduced 

Some brief quotations from Lessing 
have a general significance: “The plastic 
arts especially, besides the infallible in- 
which they exercise upon the 
national cHfiracter, are capable of an ef- 
fect which demands the closest inspection 
of the law As beautiful men produced 
beautiful statues, so the latter reacted fip- 
on the former. and the State became in- 
debted to beautiful statues for beautiful 
’ en ° 

“Among the ancients beauty was the 
highest law of the plastic arts. And this 
nee proved it is a necéssary consequene 
iat everything else over which there 
ange could be at the same time extended, 
f incompatible with beauty, cave way en- 
tirely to it: if compatible, was at least 
subordinate. T will abide by my expres- 
sion. There are passions and degrees 
of passion which are expressed bv the 
ugiiest possible contortions of coun- 
tenance and throw the whole body into 
such a forced position that all the beauti- 
fnl lines which cover its surface in a 
quiet attitude are lost. From all such 
emotions the ancient masters either ab- 
stained entirely or reduced them to that 
lower degree in which they are capable 
of a certain measure of beauty.” 

Now, to Laocoon (ler’skovon), See pie- 
ture at the center of the page: “Tho the 
poet describes Laocoon ag fettered by so 
many serpent coils, he carefully avoids 
mentioning the arms and thus leaves his 
hands in perfect freedom. Inthis the ar- 
tists necessarily had te follow his ex- 
ample. Nothing adds so much expression 
and life to a figure as the movement of 
the hands; in the case of the passions 
especially the most speaking face is mean- 
iIngless without it Had the arms been 
fast locked to the bodies by the folds of 
the serpents they would have spread 
Jorper and death over the whole group. 
They are therefore seen in full play, both 
'n the principal figure and in those with 
't. and their activity is greatest where 
the pain is most violent. 

“But this freedom of the hands was the 
@ny point in the coiling of the serpents 
that the artist could have borrowed with 
idvantage from the poet. Virgil tells us 
that the monsters wound themselves twice 
round beth the body and neck of their 
Vietim, while their heads towered high 
above him Now this picture satisfies 
the imagination excellently; the noblest 
Parts of the body are compressed to suf- 
focation and the poison flows directly up 
to the face; yet, in spite of this, it was

Here they could conceal 
and squeeze as much as was necessarv 
without causing any detriment to the ex- 
pression. Here moreover they awakened 
the idea of suddenly checked flight and 
of a kind of immobility which is of the 
fxreatest advantage to the artificial pro- 
longation of the same attitude.” 

These quotations serve as a general 


portance that Lessing gave to the 
“working muscles’ and notably to the 
“painful contraction of the stomach.’ The 
working muscles in the picture naturally 
enough represent the fundamental breath 
muscles and nerve centers, that part of 
the body where emotion manifests itself 
and struggles for control. To summarize 
the whole thing, emotional struggle and 
breath control take place at the center 
of the body, and the emotional or vocal 
release must not be hindered at the cir- 
cuinference by ‘“‘tightening of the neck”. 

In Schweiger at the Mansfield The- 
ater, New York, Ann Harding shows a 
misunderstanding of the principles illus- 
trated in Laocoon. Instead of showing 
inward pain as a state of feeling distri- 
buted over the body, she is constantly 
calling attention to muscular tightness 
in the neck as if some outward pressure 
corresponding to a rope or the coil of a 
serpent were strangling her to death. 
This comes and goes according to how

background for a technique of acting, all 
f which either supplementS or goes di- 
rectly into the expression of the spoken 
word The descriptive poet can give us 
a rapid, all-embracing detail of suffering, 
which in its fleeting but cumulative ef- 
fect produces’ emotion in the reader> The 
actey can only select from this detail 
what most adequately stimulates the 
imagination in a limited space of time. 
lis acting is not limited to the “single 
moment’ of the sculptor, neither can it 
expand inte the full-length realism of 
the narrative poet In between these 
extremes the actor’s body comes nearer 
to the plastic art than to narrative and 
description. This is true for two reasons: 
the aetol bedy is usually expressing 
inward pain rather thanexternal pressure 
and the body wants to be seen to the best 
advantage for revealing the inward pein 
Again in spoken drama the body must 
adapt itself to favorable conditions of 
voiee and speech, tp conditions that will 
express inward pain rather than external 
pressure 

Two ideas that the Laocoon suggests 
to speech are of fundamental importance 
They are ideas touched upon by all 
authorities on voice. Lessing points out 
that thege are no coils round the neck 
of any figure in the group. “To tighten 
or grip the throat muscles,” says Voor- 
hees in Huaiene of the Voice, “is a sure 
sien of bad training or of no training at 
all." The other idea ts found in the 


much emotion Miss Harding thinks she 
ought to show. At the cue for emotion 
she automatically chokes herself No 
doubt this suffocation is muscular tight- 
ness gives Miss Harding herself a sense 
of suffering. It also gives the audience 
a sense of “physical” suffering, not of 
inward pain. This bad trick of gurgling 
out emotion against a stoppage in the 
neck is sometimes used by stock actors 
who find it easier to act physically than 
to act sympathetically, and to bad judges 
in the audience this sort of thing often 
passes for a “gripping’’ scene. Even so, 
it meets none of the requirements of art 
This mannerism in Miss Harding gives 
her voice a good deal of unevenness from 
musical quality to harsh, and it tends 
to give all Miss Harding's voice work 
an artificiality that will stand,in the way 
of all true emotional impulses. She is 
getting the whole thing too much from 
the outside without training her body to 
feel and control feeling, 

With Jacob Ben-Ami one is conscious 
of a gpeat inward poise—mental and 
emotional—that distributes itself thru 
the body in balance and harmony. Ther: 
is also an inner consciousness in him 
that can be felt quite as much as it 
can be seen in outward manifestation 
The effect of this balance is reflected in 
the voice which never strikes a bodily 
snag. Ben-Amj has a voice that takes 
on the light of the spirit without the 
harshness of a mechanical instrument. In 
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these respects Ben-Ami's acting has on 
of the qualities of a Greek statue, it 
may be said to be restful, and this does 
not prevent it from taking on the quali- 
ties of permanent strength, 

The chief interest in Schweiger ss for 
its inner meaning. It puts new wine in 
old bottles. There are two ways of look- 
ing at this. The melodramatic frame- 
work may be intended to serve as a 
symbolism of the noise and crudeness of 
every-day life, just as the “jazz” in The 
Moon Is a Gong represents a neurotic 
condition of sox« iety Another wav is to 
say that all this should be softened down 
for a purpose. Without softening down 
these harder elements the inner meaning 
of Schweiger is too easily dimmed in the 
skirmish. Even with its melodramatic 
frame, its people could be _ grouped, 
figuratively speaking, a little more like 
a Greek statue with fuller attention to 
its central figure. Say that the con- 
flicting forces in the play are the evolu- 
tion of a spiritualized and liberated soul 
of a mag and the density and selfishness 
of a material and institutional civiliza- 
tion. The emotional balance of the play 
denends on accentuating the mysterious 
power of the new man and the sensi- 
tivity of those who come nearest to un- 
derstanding him—his wife (Ann Hard- 
ing) and the neighbor (Minnie Dupree). 
The contrasted characters must in some 
way be subordinated to this group, un- 
less the contrasted set of beings stand 
out as the heroic measure of the play. 
This subordination is not easily achieved 
as the play is written. But here again 
the psychology of Greek art and the 
“balance” of beauty in general can be 
applied to everything that takes place 
on the stage. 

In Schweiger Miss Harding and Miss 
Dupree are both weak in rearing a large 
significance to the central group. Both 
needed a higher degree of voltage in 
sensing at times and perhaps all the 
time, some of the greater spiritual 
forces around them even when they can- 
not understand the feeling that haunts 
them. 

Philip Leigh does good work in highly 
concentrated emotional acting, but how 
much the audience can stand of such 
high-pitch concentration that leaves 
nothing to the imagination is the very 
question that Lessing raised. Now Dr. 
Grunt (Mr. Leigh) is on the stage several 
times and for a considerable length of 
time. He comes on in an extreme state 
of frenzy and he attempts to keep this 
pitch most of the time. “The presenta- 
tion of extremes to the eye clips the 
wings of fancy,”’ says Lessing, and when 
the eye and ear are both clipped of fancy, 
the senses tire. To elemental minds the 
strain produces the sense of the 
grotesque, to others it means the setting 
aside of an external object that stands 
beween them and their interest in the 
play. Edward Van Sloan succeeded 
rather well in holding interest to his 
Particular purpose in the play without 
distracting attention from its balance of 
meaning. Franz Werfel has put a great 
deal of meaning into his play and every- 
one interested in plays with meanings 
find Schweiger an absorbing subject, and 
Ben-Ami a most sympathetic actor in the 
title role. 

Another view of religion is found in 
Daniel N. Rubin’s Devils, at Maxine El- 
liott’s Theater, New York. Here is self- 
centered, soul-destroving religion of the 
backwoods. The play is effective in pre- 
senting its case seriously, with the brutal- 
ity of such “holiness” rigorously presented. 
The actors as a whole have a good com- 
mand of Southern dialect, and one speech 
by the mother (Jannet Adair) is a classic.

There are weak spots in the play, and 
one is due to the fact that Jennie (Ruth 
Mero), the girl who is the sacrifice of 
bigotry, is so everlastingly the under dog. 
How much this could be corrected in the 
acting is hard to say, but Miss Mero’s 
whole expression is so entirely an expres- 
sion of shrinking self-surrender, without 
any potential values of personal courage 
or intuitive judgment or strong convic- 
tions of any sort, that she is a pale per-

In LONDON 


By “WESTCENT” 


30.000.000 Cimemagoers Weekly 
ONDON, March 24.—That’s the figure 
L handed out by J. Aubrey Rees when 
speaking on British films at the an- 
nual meeting of the British Women's 
Patriotic League. He says that weekly 
attendance at cinemas is far in excess of 
the whole of the churches thruout Britain. 
There were at least 4,000 cinemas in 
Great Britain. of which 700 were in 
Greater London. He also said that more 
than $10,000,000 a year was paid by ex- 
hibitors to American producers but only 
$750,000 to British producers. There 
seems something wrong here as regards 
the figures he gives for the British home 
market. This is Rees’ description of the 
type of film shown weekly: “It is melo- 
drama, lavish display of wealth, low 
dancing saloons, debauchery, luxurious 
homes, millionaires on the one hand and 
paupers on the other.” Rees here 
describes a picture which he alleges was 
of American origin and the place was 
packed with school children. He said the 
scene which amused them most was that 
of a man, diessed half in the garb of a 
man and half in the garb of a woman. 
standing behind a screen, being kissed by 
an old gentleman.

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SUNDAY AMUSEMENTS 

The only sensible way for showmen 
and professionals to look at the ques- 
tion of Sunday amusements is from a 
practical standpoint. 


The desirability of providing Sunday 


entertainment for the public is, of 
course, above argument. It is much 
better for men, women and young 


folks to spend Sunday at an amuse- 
ment park, moving picture theater, 
vaudeville show or concert than to be 
sitting in a back room playing cards, 
or in a back yard throwing dice, or 
flirting on street corners or backbiting 
the neighbors. 

As to the practicability of providing 
Sunday amusement, there are_ several 
things to be considered. In the case of 
an artist, like Al Jolson, for instance, 
whose work is of a very exacting and 
exhausting nature, seven days of work 
each week undoubtedly would be un- 
wise not only because an artist of this 
class can’t give his best under such cir- 
cumstances but more particularly be- 
cause of the danger of a_ break- 
down, with the consequent loss of the 
artist’s services altogether, to say noth- 
ing of the many others thrown unex- 
pectedly out of work and the loss re- 
sulting to theater owners and others in- 
volved. 

The legitimate manager must also 
figure out whether, all things consid- 
ered, he can profit by giving Sunday 
shows. There may be a possibility that 
he can in the smaller cities, which have 
only one or two legitimate road shows 
each weck. But even in these stands 
an attraction should draw just about 
as many without a Sunday show, for 
the reason that those who attend on a 
Sunday night would be just as apt to 
go on another night if no Sunday per- 
formance were given. On this basis, 
only attractions with a big enough draw- 
ing power to fill the house at every 
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would lose any potential 


performance 
patronage. 

With motion pictures it is different. 
No actors are overworked. The prices 
of admission are within the means of 
the masses. ‘The performances, for the 
most part, are continuous, and thereby 
suit the convenience of more persons. 

The same applies to the majoritty of 
vaudeville shows. 

Outdoor amusement, such as the 
parks, beaches and other seasonal 
recreations, also belong largely to the 


poor man and his family and therefore 
should operate on Sunday, when the 
poor man has more time for relaxation. 


Blue laws are decidedly undersirable, 
but to clamor, as some Broadway man- 
agers did, for Sunday legitimate shows 
in the face of the many practical ob- 
jections to them is even more than un- 
desirable—it’s foolish.

STAGE NUDITY 


The problem of what to do about 
stage nudity seems to be solving itself 
in Germany. 

When Continental actresses were 
very little clothing before the footlights 
the theater managers were bombarded 
with complaints. Notwithstanding this, 
the stripping game was carried even 
further, until it reached the absolute 
limit. 

At this point, to the astonishment of 
everyone, the complaints ceased. Ger- 
man theatrical managers ascribe the 
phenomenon as due to the interest 
which women, as well as men, have in 
the female form when revealed ar- 
tistically instead of scantily dressed to 
accentuate rather than conceal. 

In addition to this the German thea- 
tergoers appear to have adopted the 
sensible course of igmoring indecency, 
with the idea in mind that when the

There are many urgent matters that require the attention—and 
ACTION—of a stable producing managers’ organization. Some of the 


most urgent things to be done are 


1. Bring about that advisory board of the entire theater industry. 


2. Decentralize production. 


More centers will not only make 


possible a better and larger distribution of theatrical offerings but it 
will give more shows a better chance at the public and a better chance 


to succeed. 


It also will save a lot of shows from being handicapped 


by a Broadway trademark that no longer means anything. 

Encourage the younger element of talented and responsible 
producers by modifying the “kick-out” clause. The theater of to- 
morrow depends upon these young producers. 

4. Abolish the ticket speculation evil and prohibit the plugging 
of any particular show> in the cut-rates. 
5. Don’t let the film interests convert the legitimate theater into 


a testing ground for screen material. 


The minute the public finds out 


that such a thing has happened it will be “good-by” for the drama— 
and not “hello” for the films either. 


6. Forget Broadway and think of ways and means to reclaim the 


much richer road. 


This is, of course, only a partial list. 


Almost anyone with an 


interest in the theater can—and is invited to—make additions to it. 
With summer coming on it is too late for the managers to do any- 
thing this season, but they will have plenty of time in which to work 
out a constructive plan of action which can be instituted next fall. 
Meanwhile the new organization has its constitution and by-laws 
to draw up. The contents of this document and the spirit reflected 


therein are awaited with interest.

The Hamletian actors who used to 
be landmarks on Broadway?

FLORIDA 


What's happened to 
bubble ?

Night-club operators are reported to 
have gone broke in many places, the 
shows that have been traveling in that 
territory are sending warning to North- 
ern showmen to stay away from down 
there, and real estate values scem to be 
on the downward march.

The narrowmindedness of a district 
attorney recently caused the merchants 
of Lockport, N. Y., to abandon their 
plans for an inddfstrial day celebration. 

One of the features of the event was 
to have been the giving away Of a car- 
load of limestone to the holder of the 
lucky number among the tickets given 
with every purchase of *merchandise 
amounting to $1. The d. a. called this 
“gambling”. 

As a result Lockport, which for 
years has been looked upon as a good 
spot for outdoor shows, is quite likely 
to be passed up by these organizations 
as long as the present d. a. is in office. 
This means that the citizens of Lock- 
port will be denied their full share of 
visiting summer amusements this sea- 
son, and the merchants of the city will 
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lose the appreciable amount o1 patron 
age brought to them by these events 
The Lockport d, a. may have been 
unpelled by sincere motives and honest 
convictions But he did not 
very wisely or very practically, 
Games of chance in which the par 
ticipants do nol have a chance are in- 
deed iHegal and should be barred, but 
merchandise wheels and other legitimat 
games which “ive one prize or 
on cvery tum 
objectionable 


reason 


more 
not to be classed as 
“oambling™. Even if the 
percentage does happen to be in favor 
of the operator, the fact remains that 
someone DOES eet a 50-cent or dollar 
prize for 10 cents, and even those who 
lose are more or less satisfied with the 
thrill of the anticipation. They know 
before handing over their money that 
they are taking a “chance”, and many 
of them participate in the games for 
the very reason that they enjoy a little 
suspense of this kind. So, win or lose, 
they get their money’s worth in amuse- 
ment. 

Considering that outdoor shows are 
now taking every precaution to keep 
their wheels on a legitimate basis and 
to prohibit minors from participating 
in the games, only a very narrow- 
minded person can see danger or un- 
fairness in such a harmless and inex- 
pensive form of recreation. 
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ARBITRATION 


Out of 5,450 cases arbitrated by the 
American Arbitration Association for 
the motion picture industry in 1925, only 
22 required the vote of an additional 
umpire to settle the dispute. 

In addition to this, 99 per cent of the 
cases were decided within 30 days after 
they had been filed. 

The American, Arbitration Associa- 
tion also handles for Equity the com- 
plaints involving legitimate actors and 
managers. Here again the decisions are 
handed down expeditiously and as sat- 
isfactorily as can be expected. 

No class of arbitration can hope to 
completely satisfy both the winner and 
the loser. The loser invariably con- 
tinues to think himself right in spite of 
judgment to the contrary. 

So the biggest difficulty that con- 
fronts a group of arbitrators is to make 
rulings that will be convincingly fair 
and thereby create the least amount of 
ill will. 

In this respect the American Arbi- 
tration Association is succeeding better 
than any previous systems of arbitra- 
tion.

The Orpheum Vaudeville Circuit, which 
practically had its start in Los Angeles, 
continues to grow almost as fast as 
that city. 


A monthly magazine of the theater 
recently published a photograph of a 
well-known Broadway producer sitting 
at a desk holding a play manuscript be- 
fore him upside down. This will ex- 
plain to some struggling playwrights 
how their dramas came to be so mis- 
understood. 


Many motion picture theaters are 
adopting circus methods in their ex- 
ploitation—colored handbills with bright 
adjectives, clowns to inspire glee in the 
hearts of the kids, peanuts, pink lemon- 
ade, etce.—and the innovation is bringing 
excellent results. Anything with a

This 
period of his life is perhaps best ¢x- 
plained by Prof. George M. Miller, then 
an instructor at the university and now 
at tl head of the English department 
at the University of Idaho. “Stuart’s 
stecess in his chosen work is not a mat- 
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ter of surprise or wonder to me,” states 
Prof. Miller. “As a youth he evidenced 
the same enthusiasm and the same love 
for his work characteristic of him now 
that he has taken his place among the 
theater's leading figures. And this, you 


know, is an unusual trait to find in youth. 
Perhaps Stuart Walker was more for- 
tunate than many in that he discovered 
in early life where his interest lay. His 
achievement is none the less remarkable 
because of that fact. On the other Hand 
the long and trying period of apprentice- 
ship which he underwent after leaving 
college would have caused a less earnest 
and less enthusiastic young man to have 
had grievious misgivings concerning his 
judgment in the choice of a career. [I 
consider Stuart Walker the most earnest 
and original force in the American thea- 
ter today and for beauty and artistry his 
productions are unexcelled anywhere.” 
When he left college his parents put 
the young actor-producer into the lumber 
business in the wilds of Louisiana, but 
he ran away to spend the next period 
of his life as a stage manager for David 
Belasco. It is recorded that he first be- 
gan work for Belasco in the play-reading 
department at the very modest salary of 
$5 a week He continued under that 
great master for 10 years, serving in 
practically every capacity around the thea- 
ter. It wasin this periodthat Mr. Walker 
wrote some of the plays which were later 
produced by his Portmanteau Company 
and which have since been presented 
by hundreds of colleges and dramatic 
societies thruout the country. In con- 
nection with the Portmanteau Company 
an interesting story is told of how the 
idea of a portable theater originated with 


Mr. Walker The inspiration came to 
him, he says, while he.was bathing in a 
collapsible rubber tub. “If a_ portable 


tub, why not a portable theater?” he in- 
quired of himself. He wrapped his wet 


form in a bath blanket, ran to the door 
and called his mother. His adoring 
parent answered the call. 

“Don't you think I could build a 


portable theater and go about the coun- 
try giving intimate plays?” he asked. 
“Why. of course you could, dear,” 


the answer. 

The young producer says he was 
cheered by her acceptance of the plan 
until he recalled that it was her convic- 
tion that there were only two geniuses 
of the stage, himself and Shakespeare, 
and that she was not quite sure about 
Shakespeare. Nevertheless he continued 
with his project. His first repertory com- 
pany was established at the Murat Thea- 
ter in Indianapolis. Last summer he fin- 
ished his seventh consecutive season at 
that theater with an actual production 
period of 110 weeks and 125 productions. 
In this time the Stuart Walker Company 
presented 113 plays, of which 15 were 
performed for the first time on any stage

Harry James Smith; The Storm Bird, by 
Dion Clayton Calthrop and Roland Pert- 
wee; Temperamental Henry, by Samuel 
Merwin; Artists’ Life, by Peggy Wood and 


Samuel Merwin; Main Street, from Sine 
clair Lewis’ book, by Harvey O'Higgins 
and Harriett Ford; his own plays, Sir 
David Wears a Crown and Jonathan 
Makes a Wish, and Lord Dunsany’s The 
Murd*rers and The Tents of the Arabs. 
It was in the winter of 1921 that Mr. 


Walker conceived the idea of again in- 
vading the theatrical field of Cincinnati 
the first venture undertaken a number of 
years before, tho not productive from a 
financial standpoint, having served to 
convince him that there were people in 
Cincinnati who really appreciated and 
wanted the good things of the drama. He 
Was not mistaken. From the beginning 
the ultimate success of the Cincinnati 
undertaking was never seriously in doubt. 
Cincinnati, too, has had its first nights— 
chief among which may be counted Ar- 
thur Henry’s Time, which had its first 
presentation at the Cox Theater and 
which was later seen in both Chicago and 
New York. The Proud Princess, by Ed- 
ward Sheldon and Dorothy Donnelly: 
Three Roses’, in which Peggy Wood had 
the leading feminine part; Dead Magic 
and the latest Nugent play, John, the 
Worm, are other Stuart Walker premieres 
in Cincinnati. Late in the summer of 
1923 Mr. Walker established his first 
repertory company at the Academy of 
Music, Baltimore. In a season that laste 
ed eight weeks three premieres were given 
and three of the remaining five plays 
were presented for the first time in Balti- 
more. 

Especially interesting in connection 
with the Baltimore season is the fact that 
two of the new plays first presented by 
Mr. Walker in Baltimore were presented 
in New York the previous autumn and 
winter by other producers. The two plays 
were Henri Bernstein's Judith, which the 
Shuberts recaptioned The Virgin of 
Bethulia, and Cosmo Hamilton's Society, 
which finally reached Broadway under 
the title of The Parasites. 
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And His Repertory Idea 
By WILLIAM A. FIELDS 


_ Early in June, 1924, the Stuart Walker 
Victory Theater Company had its incep- 


tion in Dayton. The first Dayton season 
lasted fourteen weeks with seven 
plays that were new to that city, six that 
had been done ther: previously by road 
or stock organizations and one premiere. 
In the course of the season 37 actors 
were introduced to Dayton audiences. The 
majority of these actors had authenti 


New York reputations. 

_ It is doubtful if any other organization 
in America is able to attract as many 
recognized stage notables and dis- 
tinguished artists to its ranks as the 
Stuart Walker Company does. These 
people are not visiting stars and in spite 
of the fact that Mr. Walker's payroll js 
larger than that of any stock organiza- 
tion in the country the players are not 
paid visiting star salaries. No member 
of the Stuart Walker Company ever came 
to that company simply to work and draw 
a salary. They are with the company be- 
cause it is there they find enjoyment and 
pleasure in doing the work that they like 
to do. Another interesting feature of the 
Stuart Walker Company is the absolute 
freedom that exists within the organiza- 
tion. Contracts and written agreements 
between manager and player are un- 
necessary. When a New York engage- 
ment looms in the offing a player is ex- 
cused to return if he desires when that 
engagement is finished. Such freedom 
and independence cannot help but be con- 
ducive to good acting, and the members 
who are continually returning to the com- 
pany offset the ones who are departing 
and at the same time add variety to a 
repertory season. The very permanence 
and Gibraltar-like strength of the reper- 
tory idea as conceived by Mr. Walker is 
attested by the fact that 17 members of 
his organization have played with his 
company from 4 to 9 years and any num- 
ber of others for 2 and 3 years. Certain- 
ly such a record is not so much allegiance 
to one man as it is loyalty to an idea— 
a oneness of purpose and of interest that 
characterizes Stuart Walker players—in 
short the desire for association and work 
with other players whose constant en- 
deavor is to improve their own work 
and at the same time contribute some- 
thing that may be of permanent benefit 
to the American drama. 


“The artist nature is predestined to the 
profession of dreams,” says Stuart 
Walker. “When boys or girls set their 
hearts on a rainbow let them try and 
reach it, whether it is painting, music, 
sculpture, poetry or acting. It is no more 
impractical to be an actor or an actress 
than it is to be a farmer or a business 
woman. It may be that we are all prac- 
tically engaged in the profession of 
dreams, for it is always the hope of toe 
morrow, the vision, the dream, we are 
waiting for.”

EDUCATIONAL VALUE OF FILMS 
Los Angeles, Calif., April 3, 1926. 
Editor The Rillboard: 
Sir—I have read in The 
different times editorials urging 
ducers of spoken

ing pictures from crowding out the 
legitimate stage. and while IT am as great 
a lover of the drama in its spoken form 
as the average person T think there is 
some credit coming to the films which 
has been overlooked. T mean the great 
educational value of motion pictures— 
good .motion pictures, naturally—to the 


entire population 

Pe shane 1 ean give you a better idea 
of what T mean by quoting from the re- 
sults of the photoplay-idea contest which 
was conducted not long ago by Cecil B. 
De Mille and The Los Anatles Times. In 
this contest, which ran last February, 
more than 38,000 suggestions were sub- 
mitted. They came from every State and 
from persons in all walks of life. Mr. 
De Mille has the letters on file and many 
of them are on the crested and embossed 
stationery of aristocratic homes and 
great corporations. Some, too, are on the 
cheap ruled paper used by the faboring 
classes. 

Mr. De Mille ran a similar contest in 
1929, and at that time he received about 
29.000 ideas, of which 20 or cent were 
found ineligible because of illiteracy or

total lack of intellectual value. In this 
year’s contest, however, less than one- 
halt of one per cent of the 38,000 replies 
were found illiterate or nonintellectual. 
This 98 per cent increase in intellectuality 
indicates that motion pictures are either 
appealing to a higher class of intelligence 
or that the screen, in four years, has per- 
formed a wonderful work of education. 

Other interesting developments have 
come to light thru these contests. In 
the 1922 competition 45 per cent of the 
suggestions could not be filmed because 
of camera limitations, while this year 
only 3 per cent of the replies were found 
unsuited to motion picture’ technique. 
Does not this prove conclusively that mo- 
tion picture patrons are students of the 
technique of the silent drama and have 
become more critical in their judgment of 
story presentation? 

Another thing. in listing and classifying 
the subjects suggested for picturization, 
it was found this vear that public taste 
differs so widely that there is no likeli- 
hood of popular preferenc any par- 
ticular type of drama siblical subjects 
lead, with a total of 14 per cent. His- 
torical subjects come second with 12 per 
eent. Post-war stories are third with 11 
per cent. Industrial topics take fourth 
place with 9 per cent, while prohibition, 
married life, crime and young love follow 
close behind in the order mentioned. 
Western subjects without cenuine his- 
torical or biographical backgrounds are 
almost necligibl in their rating. There 
is a big demand for stories dealing with 
genuine persons who have done something 


for 


worth while, and no _ great figure in 
American or foreign history was over- 
looked in the 38,000 suggestions. Little 


mention is made of the flapper, and, 
strange to say, the women seem to pre- 
fer tales of industry to love stories— 
perhaps because it is harder to drag the 
men folks to a mushy film. 

These facts will, I think, prove that the 
motion picture is doing its good and 


establishing itself on merit, In order for 
the spoken drama to be entitled to similar 
recognition and patronage from the pub- 
lic it will have to develop itself along 
similar lines.

Edward Sedgwick, from whose story the 
film was made, has directed the picture 
in the most capable fashion, telling his 
story in a series of expansive and im- 
pressive settings, with the Dakota plains 
as the background Photography is ex- 
cellent and the titles lack banality. 

Tho the picture hardly needed it, it is 
true, _improvement might have been 
wrought by giving the comedy character, 
Jonesy, more of the spotlight. Eddie Grib- 
bon played this part in the most natural 
manner any comedian ever played a 
part, and the few scenes that were given 
him were a positive delight. The casting 
of Hoot Gibson as the hero in a part that 
called for a good deal of love interest is 
also open to comment Gibson can ride 
a pinto to perfection and in these scenes 
was truly remarkable, but as a lover, 
particularly in the atmosphere of West 
Point, he doesn't register so high.

MOVIES SEVERELY HIT 
IN EDITOR'S ARTICLE 


New York, April 10.—Following the 
severe jndictment of the motion picture 
industry a few months ago by that 
able editor, William Allen White, of Kan- 
sas, comes a broadside from the pen of 
Eugene V. Brewster, pointing out 19 
reasons why there’s something “wrong 
with the movies”. Brewster’s theories 
are published in the May issue of Motion 
Picture Magazine, a fan paper. and will 
doubtless cause the industry to rise up 
in wrath as it did against White. 


Among Mr. Brewster’s observations 
are: 

1. They (movies) have no alliance 
with the literary world; too few master 


minds with a picture sense ; hence, pover- 
ty of new ideas and fresh stories. 

2. Final cutting and editing system 
woefully weak Too many bad pictures 
are prematurely released which might 
have been perfected had they been finally 


edited by a competent. jury of disinter- 
ested critics 
3. The star system has been over- 
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done. Poor pictures are exploited on the 
strength of names of alleged stars who 
are not deserving the name of stars. 


4 Inefficient business 
Studios, which create not 
tures but tremendous waste 
the players and the directors get more 
than their share of the profits, thus 
frightening away capital and weakening 
the industry.

Immense Building Being Erected 
at Coney Island Will Contain 
Many Different Amuse- 
ment Devices 
Coney Island, N. Y., April 7.—The 


“Amusement Department Store’ being 
erected on the site bounded by Hender- 


son's Walk, the Bowery and Stillweil 
avenue by the Bobs Coaster Co., which 
is the L. A. Thompson Scenic Railway 


Co., in association with George Schmidt 
and A. R. Hodge of Riverview Park, 
Chicago, promises to be one of the big- 
gest developments on Coney Island in the 
past 20 years. It will be a building about 
100 by 700 feet and will represent an 
investment, including leases, of about 
$2,000,000. The building will house many 
different amusement features besides the 
Bobs coaster, which will, of course, be 
the big feature, and will be topped off 
by a jeweled tower about 100 feet high 
containing about 25,000 jewels and light- 
ed by special lights of about a million 
candle power. The project was conceived 
by Frank W. Darling. president of the 
Thompson Co., and has been under con- 
struction for several months. It is ex- 
pected it will be ready for the opening 
of the season on Memorial Day. 

The Jeweled Tower when lighted will 
be visible for quite a radius; the lighting 
system is something that is unique in 
many respects and altogether different 
from anything now existing on the island. 
The tower itself is a duplicate of the one 
at the San Francisco Exposition in 1915 
only not quite so high, as the building 
department placed some restrictions on 
the height it might go. The jewels for 
the structuye have already been received. 
They measure about four inches in 
diameter and when put in place and 
lighted by the powerful floodlights will 
make a most beautiful sight that will 
create much favorable comment from 
passersby. An artistic cupola will top off 
the tower. 

The Bobs coaster is the same one de- 
signed by Fred Church of California and 
similar to those in operation in various 
parts of the country at the present time. 


It is the last word in’ thrilling gravity 
rides Among the other attractions in 


this multitude of amusements ail under 
one reof are a earousel which will be 
installed by M. C, Iilions & Sons, and will 
be probably the handsomest device of 
this kind these peopie have ever erected. 
Then there will be a bathhouse with ac- 
commodations for several thousand 
bathers, a wax show, shooting gallery, 
penny arcade, Charles Browning’s laugh- 
ing mirror show, bus waiting rooms, com- 
fort stations, a bug house and other con- 
cessions. Much of the space available for 
booths and concessions of various kinds 
has been leased. Harry E. Tudor 
is handling this end of the project. 

The bug house will be used for a bally- 
hoo much the same as in Thompson Park 
at Rockaway Beach, everyone Who enters 
the house being at one time during their 
trip. thru visible to the outside public 
thru. a screen, “moving pictures with 
every patron playing an individual role”

Up to the pres- 
ent hour I have not been called on by thx 
committee of Greenville ministers, and 
while I have the greatest respect for thes« 
gentlemen and would gladly hear them 
I deem it useless for them to call on the 
city officials of West Greenville, because 


it has already been agreed that the 
Johnny Jones show will appear on the 
Perry avenue show grounds. 


‘*The people of West Greenville do not 
appreciate the kind of publicity that the 
ministers would give in making it appear 
that West Greenville is the dumping 
ground for immoral shows. It has been 
customary for. these shows to appear on 
the Perry avenue show grounds in th: 
past with no voice of opposition from th: 
ministers, while yesterday it was stated 
that for these shows to appear in West 
Greenville would have a bad moral effect 
upon the people of the “city of Green- 
ville’, I would suggest that before the 
ministers start “cleaning” out the town 
of West Greenville that they look about 
in the city of Greenville. Do immoral 
shows appear in the city? Do the min- 
isters protest? Why do the ministers not 
protest against the holding of the boxing 
bouts at the Textile Hall? We guaran- 
tee the ministers that they will not find 
anything in the Johnny Jones shows as 
degrading as some shows that appear in 
the city of Greenville and which are at- 
tended by the “four hundred” and the 
elite of the city. Why do the ministers 
not protest? 

“*The Johnny Jones show will appéar in 
West Greenville for the benefit of the 
West Greenville Charitable Association, 
which association will receive a percent- 
age of the receipts. This association wa 
organized for the purpose of taking care 
of the needy and unfortunate in the town 
of West Greenville, and is a very worthy 
cause. 

“Is it possible that this protest coms 
because a West Greenville institution is 
to profit financially instead of some insti- 
tution or association in the city? Why 
have not protests been made heretofore? 
If I recall, a carnival was held on Main 
street in the city of Greenville on the 
same lot on which the Ham-Ramsay re- 
vival was held. It was held under the 
auspices of the American Legion. Did 
anybody protest? A carnival appeared 
there under the auspices of Elks’ Club 
Did anybody protest? This has happened 
on various occasions, and Greenville peo- 
ple and Greenville institutions have re- 
ceived a share of the “gate receipts”. 

“The people of the town of West 
Greenville are as moral and law abiding 
as the people of any other city. If the 
ministers wish to start a clean-up cam- 
paign, they will find the people of West

Press agents, please note: Last year, 
after the opening season was under way, 
not one of the shows got a “two-column 
head” on the first carnival page for their

“column” (last spring), this procedure 
was adopted by the carnival editor in 
order to give an “even break” among 
the various organizations, and it is being 
continued this year. A litt'e explanation: 
Previous to last season, particularly dur- 
ing the “opening” weeks, there would be 
from to 10 requests from shows for 
the “double-column-head” position for 
the same issue, and this same condition 
prevailed at the start of and during the 
fair season. It can readily be deduced 
that no editor in the world could have 
handled the situation no matter how 
greatly he should®worry with trying to 
be on the level from all angles. There- 
fore there was but one course to follow 
—make them all one-column heads, with 
heavier display type for openings and 
stories containing special news value. 
So, Mr. Press Agent, if you have asked 
for the “double-column head”, please 
don't feel disappointed, as surely the 
foregoing explanation should suffice. 


Harry G. Melville and the Reiss show- 
folks adopted a logical resolution to each 
week keep tab on the amount of money 
the personnel and office spend in towns 
where they exhibit. The total amount to be 
made known to the populace—and officials 
and newspapers (whether the latter are 
“on the level” with the townspeople and 
print it or not). Really, each carnival 
organization should do this this year 
(not “padded’—the straight “goods’’) 
and each attache of the various shows 
shou'd take INTENSE INTEREST _ in 
turning in the amount (to the office 
Fridays) of his or her expenditures—for 
a totaling. The outcome would prove 
very enlightening to the citizenry, which 
might be further enlightened by figuring 
out an approximate figure of what 
ercentage of many of local carnival 

nockers’ gross receipts “stays in town” 
—how many people employed to purchase 
necessaries “in town”, where ts the store 
stock (or films) purchased (or paid for) 
and many other points to be taken into a 
fair-dealing consideration. What the car- 
nival needs is help from within its own 
ranks and less of “I'm just with it!’ 
And the outdoor amusement lovers of 
towns will he!p carnival folks if they are 
shown some points to work on and see 
that carnival] people are really trying to 
help themselves and their profession!

774.63 More Than Gross Receipts 


at Johnson City, Tenn. 

Bristol, Tenn., April 8.—The Nat Reiss 
Shows, playing a terrible bloomer last 
week in Johnson City, spent with the 
hotels, merchants and business men of 
that city $5,393.43. This sum was 
against gross receipts of 25 paid attrac- 
tions of $2,618.80. Thus the showfolks 
spent $2,774.68 more than they “took 
in”, and the amount spent does not in- 
clude the salary list of the office, nor 
does it include any money spent except 
with town people. The reaction was fa- 
vorable and this outdoor amusement com- 
pany won so many friends there that a 
petition containing 292 names was filed 
with Owner Harry G. Melville and Man- 
ager J. F. Murphy requesting that the 
organization be kept over for the second 
week. The statement was filed with Mr. 
Gildersleeve, secretary of the Chamber 
of Commerce, who took great interest 
in it and in the manner in which it was 
compiled. The owner of the moving pic- 
ture theaters there allegedly complained 
to Johnson City newspapers all week _re- 
garding the amount of money the Nat 
Reiss Shows would “take out of town” 
and an invitation was sent him thru 
Carroll E. King, managing editor of The 
Chronicle and a former trouper, to show 
publicly the amount of money his three 
shows annually spent in Johnson City, 
with a defy attached that stated the Nat 
Reiss Shows would spend more than one- 
half as much money in a week as his 
shows (there) would spend in a year. 

Johnson City was a bloomer despite 
the fact that Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday saw the showgrounds crowded, 
with a fair amount of business being 
done. Earl C, Campbell, head of the John- 
son City Boosters’ Club, worked tireless- 
ly to make the engagement a success » but 
the weather was against him.

he made his first stage appearance at the Grand Opera House in Amy Robsart.

posers, Authors and Publishers, before 
the joint Congressional Committee on 
Patents. 

In reply to the charge made by Charles 
H. Tuttle, counsel for the National 
Broadcasters’ Association, that the com- 
posers’ society is “a combination in 
restraint of trade,” Buck declared that 
all the composers ask is the right to 
bargain with those who want to buy their 
music. He also pointed out that the 
broadcasting of a song invariably kills 
it in a short time, which means that the 
author receives very little money for his 
efforts as compared with what it was 
possible to make on a song before radio 
came along. 3 

Music, Buck said, is not a rublie utility 
or necessary commodity and therefore 
any attempt to fix a price on it is not 
only radical but not within the power of 
Congress. The bill if passed ~-ould crush 
the composers, Buck. declared, and as 
proof of this he pointed to the fact, 
altho music is more popular and used 
more extensively now than ever before, 
the composers are receiving less money. 

The hearing will be resumed Apri! 19, 
when the composers will put on more 
witnesses.
